October surprise? 
Bush is okay 
with civil unions

I n a surprise late- 
hour move toward 
the political mid¬ 
dle, President Bush 
said this week that he 
supports the right of 
states to provide civil 
union recognition for 
same-sex couples and 
thinks the Republican 
Party platform is 
wrong to oppose such 
recognition. 

Bush’s comments 
came in an interview 
by ABC Good Morning 

America co-host _ 

Charles Gibson at the 
Bush ranch in Crawford, Texas, Sunday, Oc-

Voters go to the polls Tuesday, November 2. 

Iri his interview with Gibson this week, he 
said, “I don’t think we should deny people 
rights to a civil union, a legal arrangement, if 
that’s what a state chooses to do.” 

LGBT Democrats quickly attacked the 
president. 

“President Bush has used the weight of his 
presidency to advocate for the discrimination

of same-sex couples,” said David Noble, ex¬ 
ecutive director of National Stonewall De¬ 
mocrats. 

Previously, the president has not explicitly 
supported civil unions. The closest he came 
was an interview with ABC Primetime s Diane 
Sawyer last December. In that interview, 
Sawyer asked Bush whether he Would support 
a federal amendment “against gay marriage 
and against gay civil unions.” Bush replied 
that he would support the Federal Marriage 
Amendment “if necessary” but added that 
“the position of this administration is that

to swing states to 
stump for Kerry

C lark Williams of San Jose 
wants a John Kerry vic¬ 
tory in next Tuesday’s 
presidential election. But 
early in the election season, 
checkbook contributions 
were the only apparent assis¬ 
tance so-called blue state Cal¬ 
ifornians could give to the 
Democratic candidate’s cam¬ 
paign. 

“I’m a stay at home dad,” 
said Williams. “My partner 
and I just couldn’t afford to 
go to a $1,000 Kerry 
fundraiser.” So in June, this 
strong believer in grassroots 
campaigning who serves as president of the 
Silicon Valley LGBT Democratic Club decid¬ 
ed to rally like-minded activists and char¬ 
tered a bus to help get out the vote in Neva¬ 
da, considered to be a swing state. 

It’s been called an antidote to the “blue-

state blues,” and Williams is not alone. Many 
LGBT activists who live in solidly Democra¬ 
tic states such as California have been more 
motivated than ever to reach out to gay com¬

Startling details emerge 
in Pendulum case

S an Francisco Police made an 
,f i|| arrest last week in the Pen- 
w dulum bar homicide case 
and startling new details are 
emerging about the incident that 
was sparked by the victim sun¬ 
bathing nude in the bar’s patio. 

Joel Dickinson, 49, pleaded not 
guilty to a charge of involuntary 
manslaughter on Thursday, Octo¬ 
ber 21, in San Francisco Superior 
Court. He is accused of killing Jay 
Carbone, 52, in the popular Cas¬ 
tro District bar last month. He 
surrendered to authorities on 
Wednesday, October 20, after a 
warrant was issued for his arrest. 

Since his arraignment, an un¬ 
expected twist has surfaced in 
court documents filed in the case. 
One of the two main witnesses to 
the incident that resulted in Car¬ 
bone’s death, told police that he 
feared that Dickinson had a gun 
and might try to kill him if he did¬ 
n’t leave the bar and spend the 
night with him. The witness, a 22- 
year-old East Bay resident, went 


along with Dickinson and said 
that Dickinson forced him into 
sex. How that might impact the 
case and whether additional 
charges would be filed were un¬ 
clear by press time. 

Witnesses said that Dickinson 
hit Carbone after the two got into 
an argument over Dickinson’s dis¬ 
pleasure over Carbone sunbathing 
nude in the bar’s back patio. The 
witnesses said that Carbone had 
finally agreed to put his clothes 
back on when he approached 
Dickinson with an arm raised. 
The witnesses said that’s when 
Dickinson hit Carbone. Witnesses 
told police that Dickinson slapped 
Carbone twice, on the right and 
left side of his head, before Car¬ 
bone fell. 

According to court papers, 
Dickinson has a long criminal his¬ 
tory for mostly minor crimes and 
is currently on probation for a 
2002 felony assault. In One case, he 
was charged with false imprison¬ 
ment and in another with “threat¬ 
ening a crime with intent to ter¬ 
rorize.” In each of those two cases, 
the charges were reduced to less¬ 


er, unnamed charges through a 
plea bargain. His rap sheet details 
a number of arrests and charges 
that were ultimately dismissed. 

According to the coroner’s re¬ 
port, Carbone suffered three head 
fractures. Police believe Dickinson 
inflicted two of the fractures when 
he hit him on either side of the 
head. Investigators believe the third 
fracture was the result of Carbone 
hitting his head after he fell. 

In his videotaped interview 
with police, Dickinson said Car¬ 
bone’s fall was a “fake kind of 
fainting” and said Carbone was 
into “some kind of drama thing.” 

San Francisco Police homicide 
Inspector Herman Jones told the 
Bay Area Reporter that he doesn’t 
believe that Dickinson intended to 
kill Carbone and that the involun¬ 
tary manslaughter charge is ap¬ 
propriate in the case. 

The 22-year-old witness, who 
said that he feared that Dickinson 
would kill him, injected the ele¬ 
ment of racism into the case. 
Dickinson is African American. 
Carbone was white. The witness, 
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Guilty plea in SOMA 
hate crime case

B ryant Kirchner pleaded 
guilty on October 4 to six 
felony assault counts and 
two felony counts of battery with 
hateful intent for a homophobic 
assault that occurred over Pride 
weekend in San Francisco’s South 
of Market District. 



Assistant District Attorney 
Greg Barge secured the plea from 
Kirchner, 22, who was sentenced 
on Monday, October 25 to three 
years of probation, anger manage¬ 
ment counseling, and LGBT sen¬ 
sitivity training for his assault of 
two lesbians, the most severe of 
Kirchner’s four assaults on three 
women and one transman on 
June 27. Barge said he sought the 
anger management counseling 
soon after Kirchner’s arraign¬ 
ment. " 

Kirchner completed his five- 
month stint in county jail on 
Monday, as he received a one- 
month good-behavior reduction 
from the original six-month sen¬ 
tence. He was also ordered to stay 
away from the survivors. If he had 
been found guilty in court his 
possible sentence would be three 
years in state, prison. 

“That is hanging over his head 
if he violates his probation,” Barge 


told the Bay Area Reporter. 

On June 27 at around 3:30 a.m. 
at 11th and Kissling streets, Kirch¬ 
ner and another man baited the 
women and the transman with 
“dyke” and saying, “You just need 
some dick.... Come here and I will 
rape you.” 

An alleged accomplice pushed 
a female victim and the transman, 
and then Kirchner punched the 
woman in the face. One of the 
suspects also struck three victims 
who intervened, according to 
court documents. 

District Attorney Kamala Har¬ 
ris was pleased with the guilty 
plea. 

“In law enforcement we must 
take a zero-tolerance approach to 
hate crime by investigating and 
vigorously prosecuting prejudice- 
based criminal incidents,” she 
said. 

“The defendant threatened to

The Alice B. Toklas and Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic clubs and 
the California Democratic Party 
will host a unity get out the vote 
Halloween rally Saturday, October

cisco. The event begins at 1 p.m.

“We can take nothing for 
granted this election,” said Alice 
co-chair Laura Spanjian. “Though 
we are a ‘blue’ state, we must con¬ 
tinue to work hard because the 
popular vote matters in this elec¬ 
tion.” 

Spanjian was referring to states 
that have been deemed safe for 
Democratic presidential candi¬ 
date Senator John Kerry. Recent 
polls have him with a healthy lead 
over President Bush in California. 

Added Michael Goldstein, 
Milk Club president, “We need to 
implore young and gay San Fran¬ 
ciscans to come out (and vote) on 
Tuesday. If young people vote, the 
Democrats win the presidency.”

Community United Against 
Violence marks its 25™ anniver¬ 
sary Thursday, November 4 with a 
tribute to former Supervisor Har¬ 
vey Milk and Mayor George 
Moscone, who were assassinated 
at City Hall November 27,1978. 

CUAV, which advocates for 
survivors of anti-LGBT violence 
and same-sex domestic violence, 
was founded in 1979 out of the 
Milk and Moscone murders. 

Moscone’s daughter Rebecca, 
and Milk’s nephew Stuart will ac¬ 
cept honors on behalf of their rel¬ 
atives. City political leaders are 
also expected to be on hand for 
the heartfelt program, organizers 
said. 

“The legacy of Mayor Moscone 
and Supervisor Milk continues to 
touch the San Francisco commu¬ 
nity, and this year we are happy to 
remember and reminisce the vic¬ 
tories and stories that started with 
their lives and have been written 
in CUAV’s 25-year history,” said 
Executive Director Terry Person- 
Harris.

whom the B.A.R. is not identifying 
at this time, told police that when 
confronted by Dickinson, Carbone 
responded: “Who the fuck are 
you? You fucking nigger.” But the 
second main witness in the case 
and Dickinson himself did not tell 
police that Carbone said that, ac¬ 
cording to court documents. 

The second witness, who asked 
not to be named, told the B.A.R. 
that he is very sensitive to the “N- 
word” and would have remem¬ 
bered if it were used in the ex¬ 
change. Police have insisted that 
racism was not a factor in the inci¬ 
dent. The second witness also said 
that he saw the 22-year-old witness 
leave the bar voluntarily with 
Dickinson and doubts that Dick¬ 
inson forced him to do anything. 
The witness added that although 
he didn’t know Dickinson well, he 
found him to be a “nice guy.” 

The case has been continued 
until November 17. Dickinson was 
freed on bail after it was reduced 
last week from $100,000 to 
$50,000, according to the San 
Francisco District Attorney’s of¬ 
fice. ▼

, /; ore than a year of campaigning has 

, - come down to the final days as Pres¬ 
ident Bush and Senator John Kerry 
traverse battleground states in hopes of win¬ 
ning the extremely tight presidential elec¬ 
tion. We endorsed Kerry in late July, know¬ 
ing that he would be a much better com¬ 
mander in chief, and much more supportive 
of equality for all. Yes, Kerry has stumbled 
on the campaign trail from time to time, 
and he’s not always able to articulate gay 
and lesbian issues (not to mention issues af¬ 
fecting bisexuals and transgenders), but on 
balance, he is the superior candidate and the 
prospect of another four years of President 
Bush leading the country is unacceptable. 

The news this week that U.S. Supreme 
Court Chief Justice William Rehnquist is 
being treated for thyroid cancer dramatical¬ 
ly highlights the urgency for a Kerry victo¬ 
ry. While the courts have largely been under 
the radar in this election, the LGBT com¬ 
munity knows more than most the impact a 
president can have on the judicial branch. 
Supreme Court justices are appointed for 
life (as are other federal judges), and the 
slim 5 to 4 conservative majority now pre¬ 
sent on the court will shift substantially to 
the right if Bush is re-elected. It is expected 
that the next president will make at least one 
appointment to the high court. We have not 
forgotten that it was this Supreme Court 
that stopped the ballot counting in Florida 
four years ago, effectively handing the pres¬ 
idency to Bush. Other matters, such as the 
constitutionality of the Defense of Marriage 
Act, “Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy, and a 
woman’s right to choose all hang in the bal¬ 
ance as the court at some point is likely to 
consider these issues. 

Also in the news is Bush’s latest flip-flop, 
which we see as a blatant attempt to pander 
to moderate voters. On Tuesday, ABC 
broadcast Charles Gibson’s interview with 
Bush, who said that he’s okay with states 
choosing to implement civil unions for 
same-sex couples. Significantly, the presi¬ 
dent also said that he disagrees with his own 
party’s platform, which opposes civil 
unions. Bush’s comments are just another 
example of Republicans trying to have it 
both ways. When the bad news is pouring 
out of Iraq (as it has been this week with the 
reports that tons of explosives are missing), 


Bush exhibits his warm, fuzzy side and tries 
to reassure socially moderate voters who 
don’t like his conservative, antigay stance. 
He now disagrees with the party platform? 
Where was his disagreement in late August 
when the GOP was finalizing the docu¬ 
ment? During that contentious time, the 
party - including moderates - aban¬ 
doned gay GOPers. 

No, Bush hasn’t suddenly 
changed. He’s still the same pres¬ 
ident who lied about being a 
“compassionate conservative” and 
four more years of his administra¬ 
tion will do little to advance equality for 
LGBT Americans. On Tuesday, vote for 
John Kerry for president. 

San Francisco voters have 
important local decisions to 
make on Election Day and our 
recommendations are on page 1. This year’s 
campaigns in the city have been overshad¬ 
owed by the presidential race, but residents 
have a chance to elect several candidates to 
the Board of Supervisors, school board, and 
community college board. We’d like to re¬ 
mind voters in two districts of the impor¬ 
tance of two queer candidates on the ballot. 


In District 5, Robert Haaland stands out 
as the best candidate in the race, and we 
have selected him as our first choice under 
the new ranked choice voting. Haaland 
brings years of political activism to the table 
and will be an effective supervisor in his dis¬ 
trict, arguably the most progressive in the 
city. He is in a tight race with Ross Mirkari- 
mi. We strongly urge voters to reject 
Mirkarimi and vote for Haaland first. 
Our second choice candidate is Bill 
Barnes. 

Over in District 9, Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano faces a contested election. 
Ammiano is one of the leaders of the 
^ LGBT community and has done 
much over the years to secure 
equal rights. Ammiano has al¬ 
ways been on the front lines 
fighting for justice, and voters 
should not be persuaded by his challenger, 
Renee Saucedo, whose campaign workers 
yelled antigay epithets in front of the head¬ 
quarters of another candidate, Miguel Bus¬ 
tos, who is our second choice in the race 
under RCV. 

Vote for Haaland in District 5 and Am¬ 
miano in District 9.

A critical election

s LGBT citizens, activists, and voters, 
we all clearly understand how criti- 
• Jr"' I cally important it is that we elect John 
Kerry on November 2. No president or 
party platform in American history has ever 
so purposefully and strategically denigrated 
our relationships, families, and community 
as has George W. Bush and the Republican 
Party. One of their last desperate gasps at 
clinging to power was clearly evident in 
Lynne and Dick Cheney’s ridiculous over¬ 
reaction to Senator Kerry’s mention of 
Mary Cheney during the third debate. It 
matters not that these people remained 
silent when fellow Republican Alan Keyes 
attacked Mary as a “selfish hedonist” or as 
the U.S. Senate (of which Mr. Cheney is the 
president) disparaged our ability to love 
during four politically motivated days of de¬ 
bate on the Federal Marriage Amendment. 

In the most cynical fashion imaginable, 
Mrs. Cheney accused Senator Kerry of a 
“cheap and tawdry political trick” for hav¬ 
ing repeated Senator Edwards’s generous 
words about Mary Cheney for which Mr. 
Cheney had expressed appreciation just one 
week earlier. In a clear message to Karl 
Rove’s millions of fundamentalist voters, 
they expressed their shame of Mary Cheney. 
As Elizabeth Edwards courageously stated, 
the Bush campaign disowned Mary Cheney 
under the guise of defending her. They were 
exploiting her for their own political expe¬ 
diency just as they were accusing the same 
of John Kerry. 

The reasons to vote next week are nu¬ 
merous. We must also re-elect Senator Bar¬ 


bara Boxer and return a strong majority of 
Democrats to the state Legislature. Did you 
know that not a single Republican in Sacra¬ 
mento voted for a resolution I authored this 
past summer declaring the month of June 
to be LGBT Pride Month in California? 

Of the 16 state ballot initiatives before 
us on November 2,1 would like to highlight 
two. Proposition 66 will restore the voters’ 
original intent to our state’s “three strikes 
law,” incarcerating repeat violent offenders 
for life. Proposition 66 will require that 
only violent and serious felonies trig¬ 
ger such a conviction. We are the 
only state in the country that has 
the allowance for non-violent and 
non-serious felony convictions 
such as petty theft and drug pos¬ 
session to do so. As a result, Cali¬ 
fornia uses its' three strikes 
law 20 times more often 
ata rate per 100,000 than 
the other 22 states that 
have three strikes on their books. Two- 
thirds of those in our state prisons for three 
strikes were convicted of non-violent and 
non-serious offenses. We have 10 times the 
three strikes inmates convicted of drug pos¬ 
session than for second-degree murder and 
five times as many for petty theft as for sec¬ 
ond-degree murder. Given that the cost to 
imprison an inmate ranges from $31,000 to 
$75,000 annually as he or she ages, it is no 
wonder that our independent, nonpartisan 
legislative analyst’s office has estimated that 
we have wasted over $6 billion incarcerat¬ 
ing non-violent offenders in the 10 years 
since we enacted the three strikes law. It 
should be noted that San Francisco Coun¬ 
ty, which uses the law least often, has seen 


its violent and serious crime rate fall faster 
than San Diego’s crime rate though it uses 
three strikes 20 times more often than we 
do. The answer to why California spends 
more on building prisons than on building 
schools is this flaw in our three strikes law. 

Another criminal justice related ballot 
measure is Proposition 69. Current law al¬ 
lows for the taking and storing of DNA 
from those convicted of serious and violent 
felonies in hopes of solving violent crimes 
and exonerating innocent convicts. Propo¬ 
sition 69 would expand this allowance to 
include the taking of DNA from all those 
arrested for any felony including 
shoplifting or the writing of a 
bad check. Even if no charges 
are filed or no conviction is 
reached, the DNA is taken and 
added to the state’s data¬ 
base. It is then the inno¬ 
cent arrestee’s responsi¬ 
bility to get the DNA ex¬ 
punged at his or her expense of time, ener¬ 
gy, and money. Proposition 69 is the great¬ 
est assault on the privacy of innocent Cali¬ 
fornians that we have ever seen. No other 
state in the country has such a law. The leg¬ 
islative analyst’s office estimates that Propo¬ 
sition 69 could cost the state from $20-$ 100 
million annually. The possibilities of misus¬ 
ing one’s DNA are huge. Insurance compa¬ 
nies and employers illegally in possession of 
such information could cause great harm. 

For these and so many other reasons 
make sure that your voice and that of every 
friend, co-worker, and family member is 
heard at the ballot box next week. Your life 
depends upon it. Our community is count¬ 
ing on it. ▼ 
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The evils of two lessers

ohn Kerry and John Edwards did not merely 
shoot themselves in the foot, they each put their 
foot in their mouths before they pulled the trig¬ 
ger. The Kerry base continues to erode in San Fran¬ 
cisco and they have done themselves serious damage. 

In the last debate, when John Kerry said he did not 
believe homosexuality was a choice that was a loaded 
statement for anyone with legal knowledge but it was 
astounding coming from a lawyer. By that premise 
Kerry admits the legal conclusion that being gay is an 
“immutable characteristic” (just like being black or 
being left-handed) and, therefore, that group cannot 
be singled out for “invidious discrimination” or dev. 
nied “equal protection.” 

Talk is cheap and Kerry’s base eroded when 
he failed to walk his talk. He says he’s against a 
federal marriage amendment but he and Ed¬ 
wards absented themselves from that vote in 
the Senate. Now there is a disparity between 
words and actions. He might as well have said, 

“I was against an amendment before 
I failed to vote against it.” 

Of course, what few want to 
admit is that a federal amendment 
is probably necessary because the 
Defense of Marriage Act is unconstitutional. Indeed, 
if lawmakers did not believe this they would not be 
seeking an amendment. If marriage is a “fundamen¬ 
tal right’Mt may not be abrogated to deny equal pro¬ 
tection to one discrete minority merely because that 
group suffers an “immutable characteristic.” When the 
right calls this “judicial activism” their argument den¬ 
igrates three centuries of American jurisprudence 
that, starting with Marbury v. Madison (1803), tells us 
a Constitution doesn’t amount to much if the legisla¬ 
ture is free to disregard it. Thus, barring a federal 
amendment, the DOMA, and all similar state amend¬ 
ments, may be struck down as violating the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution. Naturally, the right wants to rush to amend 
quickly before the 90 percent of college age citizens 
who support same-sex marriage have a chance to vote 
on it. As a practical matter an amendment can’t hap¬ 
pen so the last best hope is to appoint federal judges 
and Supreme Court justices who will espouse a strict 
and narrow construction of the U. S. Constitution. 
This is undoubtedly one of the most important issues 
for voters to consider. 

Failing to vote against a federal amendment Kerry 
also supported marriage amendments at the state 
level and in Massachusetts. The proposed Michigan 
amendment is especially worrisome for it precludes 
not only gay marriage but also “similar union [s] for 
any purpose.” This will actually strike down Michi¬ 
gan’s existing domestic partnership benefits. The 
Kerry-Edwards position is clear for they are for deny¬ 
ing rights at the state level but not at the federal level. 
This sounds similar to Dick Cheney’s states’ rights ar¬ 
gument but both are wrong for the same reason for 
it’s no more a states’ rights matter than miscegenation 
or segregated schools. 

Bush is equally unacceptable. On gay marriage he 
sounds the same tired theme complaining about “ac¬ 
tivist judges” subverting “the will of the American 
people.” Notice, however, that the will of the people is 
irrelevant when it comes to abortion, stem cell re¬ 
search, and other issues on which the American ma¬ 
jority is more progressive than the president. 

But Kerry has grown downright insulting. In a re¬ 
cent interview that appeared in the Advocate when 
asked about his position on same-sex marriage, Kerry 
essentially responded, “Well, if someone can make a 
persuasive argument I might change my mind in 20 


years.” This does not demonstrate an open mind. This 
underscores the feeling that Kerry he will say anything 
to further his career - anything, that is, except “equal 
protection.” 

Senator Edwards flaunts his children on television 
and says, “I believe marriage is between a man and a 
woman.” How casually and cavalierly the insults are 
tossed over. When he promises to impose his beliefs 
on us that, if anything, is “more of the same.” He 
should come to San Francisco to witness all the mag¬ 
nificent gay parents with their children in the Castro 
and then tell us just why he believes he is better than 
we are, more deserving and worthy of “equal protec¬ 
tion,” as he would relegate us to “separate but equal” 
status. Come to San Francisco senators and witness the 
rainbows. Until then please spare us your patronizing 
balderdash about respecting the rights of others. 

The Kerry-Edwards “domestic partners” proposal 
is nothing but another “Atlanta compromise” 
of the Booker T. Washington variety. It is ac- 
" commodationism at best and separate but 
equal at worst. Forget, for a moment, that 
Bush wants to overturn Roe v. Wade , what 
Kerry-Edwards actually propose is 
resurrecting the odious, insidious, 
invidious, and hateful, doctrine of 
separate but equal as stated in Plessy 
v. Ferguson (1896) that was over¬ 
turned by Brown v. Board of Education (1954). And 
this was exactly the concern and legal reasoning un¬ 
derlying the Massachusetts Supreme Judicial Court 
decision that struck down the civil unions compro¬ 
mise as separate but equal. As a practical and legal 
matter, that would turn back the clock over 100 years. 

It’s no wonder voters have so many concerns about 
Kerry-Edwards. When I hear such claptrap coming 
from ignorant Bible-thumping-bigots it’s bad enough 
but when I see it coming from lawyers who should 
certainly know better, it makes my blood boil. This is 
no erudite discussion of American jurisprudence but 
very basic stuff, fundamental legal substance that any 
second year law student should know. 

It is axiomatic that America has a profound na¬ 
tional commitment to the principal that debate on 
public issues should be uninhibited, robust, and wide 
open, but there is no constitutional value in false 
statements, intentional lies, and careless errors. Those 
engaged in political debate are, to a certain extent, en¬ 
titled not only to speak responsibly but to speak fool¬ 
ishly and without moderation. These candidates con¬ 
tinue to exploit ignorance, pander to prejudice, and 
fuel the fires of irrational fear. This does not advance 
society’s interests. 

For many this election is more about the evil of 
two lessers than the lesser of two evils. It’s difficult 
enough to justify casting a vote for any man who be¬ 
lieves we don’t deserve the same fundamental rights as 
he; but when he actually proposes enacting a federal 
Jim Crow law that would relegate us to separate but 
equal status I would have to hold my nose and then I 
might deserve the epithet “Uncle Tom.” My best ra¬ 
tionalization is that it would not be a vote for Kerry 
but against Bush. The nightmarish thought that Bush 
will certainly have the opportunity to name a next 
chief justice, and perhaps two more Supreme Court 
justices, makes my skin crawl. If that honor falls to 
John Kerry then I fervently pray he chooses justices 
that know and respect the law a bit more than he does. 

In any event, when the losers lose, as they lick their 
wounds, they can only admit their wounds are self- 
inflicted. ▼

The LGBT community is in a period of increased 
limelight but the attention reminds us of how far we 
have to go. Presidential candidates tiptoe around how 
we “should be treated.” Capitol Hill debates over a 
constitutional amendment to actively discriminate 
against us. Even in the Bay Area, a transgender teenag¬ 
er’s murder followed with a mistrial exposing igno¬ 
rance and prejudice. When Harvey Milk was elected 
in 1977 as California’s first openly gay elected official, 
his “You gotta give ‘em hope” message sent ripples 
around the world. Haaland’s election would assert a 
contemporary vision of possibilities that would be 
heard far beyond district boundaries.

§i|®he air has turned crisp, 
heavy clouds hang on the 
horizon, and the barest hint 
of winter’s promise is in the air. 
This can only mean one thing: 
election time. Unfortunately, there 
seems so few options that I, as a 
transgender woman and a voter, 
can really get excited about. 

You see, both presidential can¬ 
didates have been less-than- 
thrilling when it comes to trans¬ 
gender rights, and the presidential 
race lies at the heart of this elec¬ 
tion. 

George W. Bush has made no 
public statements that I know of, 
supportive or otherwise. About as 
close as we’ve seen was when a 
former classmate met him at the 
White House after her transition. 
Bush was indeed cordial, even 
supportive of her - but it is un¬ 
likely that his support for her is 
any better than it is for his run¬ 
ning mate’s lesbian daughter 
when it comes to the political 
arena. 

John Kerry, meanwhile, did go 
on record during the primaries. 
He was the only one of the candi¬ 
dates to say he’s not supportive of 
a transgender-inclusive Employ¬ 
ment Non-Discrimination Act. 
This is in line with his Massachu¬ 
setts colleagues on Capitol Hill - 
Representative Barney Frank (D) 
and Senator Ted Kennedy (D) - 
who have opposed the inclusion 
of transgender language for some 
time, and still seem resistant to the 
concept.

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This doesn’t exactly leave me 
with many choices. There is no 
one like former presidential can¬ 
didate Howard Dean, who made it 
clear that he was supportive of 
transgender people. For that mat¬ 
ter, 2004 doesn’t compare to 2000, 
when A1 Gore said that he would 
“have to educate myself” when it 
came to transgender rights. 

Indeed, my choices for the 
highest office of the land 
seem to fall between who is 
less hostile to my rights. 

This brings me to the 
one issue on which I’m 
really focusing. The 
issue of mar¬ 
riage is the one 
on which I sim¬ 
ply have to base 
my presidential 

vote. As I’ve been married for 
more than 12 years - and that 
marriage has been a same-sex one 
for more years than it was an op¬ 
posite-sex marriage - it is not an 
academic issue for me. 

Thus far, defense of marriage 
laws have been used in the court¬ 
room more against transgender 
people than anyone else. With 
more states on the cusp of passing 
constitutional amendments, cou¬ 
pled with the continuing specter 
of the Federal Marriage Amend¬ 
ment, I find myself in the position 
where it is my marriage that seelns 
to require defending. 

More than these obvious is¬ 
sues, the IRS has put out a missive 
to make it clear that under the 
federal Defense of Marriage Act, 
same-sex couples are disallowed 
from filing joint tax returns. Like¬ 
wise, no transsexual - pre-opera¬ 
tive, post-operative, whatever - 
can marry anyone with the intent 
to gain citizenship in this country. 
That is every transsexual, regard¬ 
less of gender. 

When I look at this, it becomes 
clear that I simply could not, 
would not support the current 
Bush administration. Never mind 
all the other misgivings that 
would otherwise sway my vote 
away from Bush-Cheney. Of 
course, this also doesn’t make me 
comfortable with Kerry on the 
issue, given he, too, has come out 
against same-sex marriage. Never¬ 
theless, I would expect to see him 
remain much more “hands off” 
than his opponent - and I would 
rather have someone who is going 
to largely ignore the issue than 
someone who is going to actively 
work against my marriage rights. 

Of course, with all those state 
constitutional amendments float¬ 
ing around out there, this is no 
time for us to avoid the polls. It is 
simply more important than ever 
to get out there and try to fight 
against these things. The marriage 


one saves can truly be their own. 
You might even help keep the gov¬ 
ernment out of mine. 

It is not to say that there isn’t 
anything on the political horizon 
to interest a transgender person. 
This year there are three out can¬ 
didates across the country, each in 
promising races to end up as the 
first major elected government of¬ 
ficial who also happens to be 
transgender. 

In Dallas, Texas, a 
transgender woman 
named Monica Greene is 
running for City Council. 
She looks to have a good 
chance of it, 
given her histo¬ 
ry in Dallas. 
Even there, her 
transgender sta¬ 
tus seems to have been less of an 
issue in her “electability” than one 
might suggest from the state that 
brought us George W. Bush and 
Tom DeLay. 

Not to be outdone, another 
transgender woman - Amanda 
Simpson - is vying for a state rep¬ 
resentative seat in Arizona. Like 
Greene in Dallas, Simpson also 
seems to have a strong campaign 
in spite of her transgender status 
and coming from a fairly conserv¬ 
ative state. 

Finally, there is Robert Haa- 
land, who is running for the Dis¬ 
trict 5 seat on the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors. He likely 
has the best chance of the three, 
and not simply because he is a 
transgender man running for of¬ 
fice in San Francisco. Rather, he 
has plenty of experience coupled 
with an endorsement list so long 
it would probably clog the band¬ 
width of my Internet connection. 

I wish all three of them well, 
knowing that many other trans¬ 
folks have traveled the path to¬ 
ward public office, only to be de¬ 
feated. Perhaps these three have a 
better chance thanks to the 
courage of those who campaigned 
before them. 

I also know it will be a long 
time yet before we’ll see Haaland, 
Simpson, Greene or any transgen¬ 
der person making a successful 
run for the White House. So for 
now, I pin my hopes on one of the 
two men with a chance for the of¬ 
fice, neither of which seem com¬ 
fortable with transgender issues. 

Nevertheless, I have no option 
to stay home. My rights depend

tell them to talk to me,” referring 
to what happened when the U.S. 
Supreme Court ordered a halt to 
the vote counting four years ago 
after George W. Bush had pulled 
ahead with 531 votes. Both Clin¬ 
ton and Gore are expected to 
make additional appearances on 
behalf of the Kerry-Edwards team 
this weekend in an effort to get 
out the last minute votes. 

Republicans, too, have called in 
celeb politicos. California Gover¬ 
nor Arnold Schwarzenegger is 
appearing this week on behalf of 
President Bush in Ohio, though 
some in the GOP privately grum¬ 
bled that it took some persuading 
to get the moderate governor to 
stump for Bush; only last week 
Schwarzenegger strongly and very 
publicly came out against the 
Bush administration on the con¬ 
troversial stem cell research issue 
that’s on the California ballot. 

Meanwhile, backers of Propo¬ 
sition 71, the stem cell measure, 
are airing a television ad featuring 
the late actor Christopher Reeve, 
who became a prominent activist 
for the disabled after a 1995 horse¬ 
back-riding accident that left him 
paralyzed from the neck down. 
Dana Reeve, the actor’s widow, 
appeared with Senator John Kerry 
last week and endorsed him for 
president, saying, “This is what 
Chris wanted.” 

And, former Minnesota Gover¬ 
nor Jesse Ventura (forgotten 
about him, hadn’t you?) now a 
visiting lecturer at Harvard, ap¬ 
peared at an “Independents for 
Kerry” rally in St. Paul, but didn’t 
utter a word and let former Maine 
Governor Angus King do all the 
talking as Ventura authorized 
King to say the former body¬ 
builder supports John Kerry. 

And is evangelist-turned- 
politician Pat Robertson really a 
liar, or does he have a bad memo¬ 
ry? Those who claim that Presi¬ 
dent Bush was too headstrong 
when he decided to invade Iraq 
got help from an unlikely source 
last week when Robertson recalled 
a meeting he had before Bush in¬ 
vaded Iraq. “I said to him, Mr. 
President you had better prepare 
the American people for casual¬ 
ties,” Robertson told CNN's Paula 


Zahn. According to Robertson, 
Bush replied: “Oh, no, we’re not 
going to have any casualties.” 
Robertson said that during the 
face-to-face meeting with the 
president, Bush “was the most 
self-assured man I ever met in my 
life; he was just sitting there like 
‘I’m on top of the world.’” The 
White House, of course, is now in 
the awkward position of having to 
deny the comments of one of 
Bush’s longest and most promi¬ 
nent religious supporters. 

Meanwhile, after more than a 
month of waiting the Black Enter¬ 
tainment Television finally got an 
answer from the Bush camp on a 
formal invitation to the president 
to address African American vot¬ 
ers in a primetime BET news in¬ 
terview on the network. The an¬ 
swer is a curt “no.” BET founder 
and CEO Robert Johnson first 
issued the invitations to both Bush 
and John Kerry, asking each to ap¬ 
pear on the cable network to dis¬ 
cuss issues of relevance to viewers 
during the crucial stretch of the 
campaign. Kerry promptly accept¬ 
ed and his half-hour aired on Oc¬ 
tober 7, but the Bush campaign 
says his schedule “will not allow 
time” for him to appear and they 
asked the network to approach 
him again, “after the election.” 

Though Iraq and the failing 
economy dominate the national 
debate during this election year, 
the issue of same-sex marriage has 
emerged as a central issue in 11 
•states where voters will decide 
whether to ban such unions on 
Tuesday. 

What to watch for after the 
polls close next Tuesday? First, 
there’s a reasonable chance we 
won’t know- the presidential out¬ 
come until at the earliest sometime 
Wednesday. There are provisional 
ballots allowed in all states now 
and while some states allow them 
to be cast in polling places where 
voters are supposed to be regis¬ 
tered, other states don’t, and there 
are almost surely going to be lots 
of legal challenges in closely con¬ 
tested states. One clue to watch for: 
Florida, Ohio, and Pennsylvania - 
whichever candidate wins two of 
the three likely will be president; 
no Republican has ever been elect¬ 
ed without carrying Ohio.

City ‘strong/ but needs 
more money, mayor says

hile acknowledging that 
lyf m San Francisco has faced a 
H ^ “difficult” nine months 
since he took office, Mayor Gavin 
Newsom last week nonetheless 
said that the state of the city is 
“strong” and outlined plans to end 
chronic homelessness and revital¬ 
ize thue economy. 

Unveiling a theme of “revolu¬ 
tion of solutions” during his first 
State of the City address before a 
packed audience at Mission High 
School Thursday, October 21, the 
mayor also pointed to the many 
positive things accomplished dur¬ 
ing his first months in office, and 
made reference to the ground¬ 
breaking gay marriages that took 
place in February and March. 

“...[W]hen confronted by in¬ 
justice, we had the courage to take 
a stand for equality and allow 
same-sex couples the same rights 
and privileges all Americans are 
afforded,” Newsom said to great 
applause. 

More than 4,000 gay and les¬ 
bian couples tied the knot during 
the monthlong wedding march. In 
August, however, the California 
Supreme Court ruled the unions 
invalid and said Newsom had 
overstepped his authority. The city 
continues to fight the marriage 
issue in court. 

The mayor, riding high in re¬ 
cent public opinion polls, sought 
to plug some November 2 ballot 
measures as well. He specifically 
mentioned Proposition A, the af¬ 
fordable housing bond, and 
Propositions J and K. The former 
is a quarter of 1 percent sales tax 
increase; the latter is a business tax 
on gross receipts for businesses 
grossing more than $500,000 an¬ 
nually. The mayor and supporters 
call the two ballot measures criti¬ 
cal to staving off deep budget cuts 
that would affect health care and 
other city services. 

Newsom said that in the last 
eight months, 955 city positions 
have been eliminated and five de-

partments have been consolidat¬ 
ed. 

“We have achieved an historic 
agreement with city workers, se¬ 
curing $138 million in savings. I’d 
like to thank the city’s workers 
and labor leaders,” Newsom said. 
“But if we are to continue to ad¬ 
vance as a city and as a communi¬ 
ty, we must come together this 
November to pass Propositions J 
and K.” 

He said that without the mea¬ 
sures, San Francisco would have to 
cut $97 million from the budget 
over the next 18 months. 

Newsom also touted his new 
Project Homeless Connect, which 
took place for the first time last 
week and resulted in 300 city 
workers and volunteers connect¬ 
ing 600 homeless San Franciscans 
with services and referrals. He said 
the initiative would be made per¬ 
manent and that starting next 
month, city workers and volun¬ 
teers will provide outreach one 
day per month, in addition to the 
daily outreach efforts already tak¬ 
ing place. 

Proposition A, the mayor said,, 
will invest $90 million in develop¬ 


ing permanent supportive hous¬ 
ing, invest $50 million in creation 
of new home ownership opportu¬ 
nities, and invest $60 million in 
development of affordable rental 
housing for low-income families. 

“Proposition A will provide 
real home ownership opportuni¬ 
ties for our middle class, rooting 
them in our city’s future by mak¬ 
ing it possible for their children to 
own a home in this great city,” 
Newsom said. 

Newsom, a Democrat, was 
sharply critical of the Bush ad¬ 
ministration during his speech, 
saying the federal government has 
cut funding for police officers and 
that the Republican-controlled 
Congress allowed the assault 
weapons ban to expire. 

Despite the heroic efforts of 
our Senator Dianne Feinstein, the 
same weapons of war that are 
being used in Iraq are now being 
made more readily available on 
our streets,” Newsom said. 

He pointed out the recent rash 
of gang violence in the city, and 
also made pointed reference to the 
April 10 shooting death of San 
Francisco Police Officer Isaac Es¬ 
pinoza, the first officer to be shot 
and killed in the line of duty in a 
decade. 

Increased public safety was 
also high on the mayor’s list of 
priorities. 

“Despite over 40 years of 
promises, programs, speeches, 
high rhetoric, and good inten¬ 
tions, economic and social condi¬ 
tions in the southeast are getting 
worse, not better,” Newsom said. 
“It’s there, in the Bayview, Hunters 
Point, Visitacion Valley, and 
Potrero Hill that our problems are 
magnified.” 

The solution, he said, goes be¬ 
yond spending more money and 
cracking down on crime, both of 
which have been done. 

“It’s time for an order of mag¬ 
nitude change,” the mayor said. “It 
is our task to connect hope with 
opportunity, to replace despair 
with jobs, and connect potential 
with solutions.” Y

of support for any antigay mea¬ 
sure to change the Constitution as 
a bar to receiving its support. 

It is also giving $450,000 to the 
group Americans Coming Togeth¬ 
er and another large contribution 
to a group in Florida opposing the 
election of Republican Senate 
candidate Mel Martinez, who 
used to be President Bush’s hous¬ 
ing secretary. 

HRC field director Seth Kil- 
bourn reviewed the situation with 
11 ballot measures to amend state 
constitutions to prohibit gay mar¬ 
riage. “In Ohio, we are making 
progress and the trend seems to be 
going in our direction,” he said. 

He pointed to polls from Ohio 
that showed support for the 
amendment dropping from the 
high 60s at the start of the effort 
to 48 percent in the latest poll. He 
hopes that stands up but he ac¬ 
knowledges that Election Day out¬ 
comes on the state initiatives are 
likely to be “a mixed bag.” 

Gay rights supporters are hop¬ 
ing to defeat at least one of these 


measures. Oregon, Ohio, and 
Michigan offer the most likely 
prospects. 

Another element of uncertain¬ 
ty thrown into the national polit¬ 
ical equation is news that 
Supreme Court Chief Justice 
William Rehnquist was hospital¬ 
ized last weekend for thyroid can¬ 
cer. That raises the prospect that 
over the next four years the presi¬ 
dent likely will have an opportu¬ 
nity to nominate anywhere from 
one to several members to the 
court. 

HRC political director Willie 
Stachelberg does not believe that 
Rehnquist’s health will have a sig¬ 
nificant impact on the election. 

“This is not an issue that drives 
people to vote, this is base vote 
touchstone issue. If you are on the 
right you want to know that Bush 
is going to appoint a certain kind 
of justice, and if you are on the 
left, that Kerry is going to appoint 
a certain kind of justice.... It ranks 
well on the bottom of issue that 
people care about.” T

T he Human Rights Cam¬ 
paign is pulling out all the 
stops in the final days of the 
general election, as it eyes the 11 
states with antigay state constitu¬ 
tional amendments barring same- 
sex marriage and the close presi¬ 
dential contest. 

Recent polls show the country 
evenly split between President 
Bush and Democratic nominee 
Senator John Kerry. The race has 
now come down to nonstop cam¬ 
paigning and get out the vote ef¬ 
forts by both candidates and their 
supporters in a handful of swing 
states. 

In a conference call with LGBT 
media outlets Tuesday, October 
26, HRC President Cheryl Jacques 
touted the $6.5 million that HRC 
has spent this election cycle to in¬ 
fluence the political process. The 
major focuses of spending have 
been $1.6 million to state organi¬ 
zations to help fight antigay ballot 
measures and $2.3 million to 
identify, contact, and turn out a 
million LGBT and allied voters. 

HRC political action commit¬ 
tee director Mike Mings said the 
bipartisan organization has given 
$1.4 million to Democratic candi¬ 
dates and organizations but only 
about $100,000 to Republicans. 
Some of this is because last fall the 
PAC board adopted a “litmus test” 
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whatever legal arrangements peo¬ 
ple want to make, they’re allowed 
to make, so long as It’s embraced 
by the state....” 

In February, Bush formally en¬ 
dorsed the constitutional amend¬ 
ment that would ban same-sex 
marriage. 

In August, in an interview on 
CNN’s Larry King Live, Bush said 
that providing for civil unions was 
“up to the states.” 

“If states choose to do that, in 
other words, if they want to pro¬ 
vide legal protections for gays, 
that’s great. That’s fine,” said Bush. 
“But I do not want to change the 
definition of marriage.” 

Bush’s latest comment seems 
to contradict his support for fed¬ 
eral legislation, which has sought 
to ban both same-sex marriage 
and civil unions, and aligns him 
more closely with comments by 
Vice President Dick Cheney, who 
has said he thinks states should be 
allowed to offer civil unions. 

Referring to the Republican 
Party platform, which says Re¬ 
publicans “believe that neither 
federal nor state judges and bu¬ 
reaucrats should force states to 
recognize other living arrange¬ 
ments as equivalent to marriage,” 
Gibson asked Bush whether the 
Republican platform “on that 
point, as far as you are concerned, 
is wrong.” 

“Right,” said President Bush. 

Log Cabin Republicans, the 
national gay Republican group, 
did not return a reporter’s calls for 
comment but did e-mail a state¬ 
ment from its executive director, 
Patrick Guerriero: “The presi¬ 
dent’s comments are a public 


recognition that Karl Rove and the 
radical right’s strategy of using gay 
and lesbian families as a wedge 
issue in this campaign is not 
working.” 

Rove is Bush’s chief .political 
adviser. 

Log Cabin Republicans, last 
month announced it was not en¬ 
dorsing Bush for re-election, cit¬ 
ing his support of the FMA. 

Log Cabin did not respond to 
a request that Guerriero explain 
what prompted this interpretation 
of Bush’s comments, and the lat¬ 
est national polls do not indicate 
any movement in public opinion 
on the question. Polling by the 
Pew Research Center has shown 
49 percent of Americans favored 
civil unions last March and July 
and that 48 percent favored them 
in August. The overwhelming ap¬ 
proval by voters of constitutional 
amendments to ban same-sex 
marriage in Missouri (in August) 
and Louisiana (last month) would

Coordinating with other LGBT 
Democratic clubs and sister orga¬ 
nizations in Reno, William’s rain¬ 
bow caravan of gay and lesbian 
activists left last Friday, October 
22 for a weekend of outreach and 
community invigoration in a tra¬ 
ditionally conservative region. 

Recent national polls have 
given President Bush a slight lead 
in Nevada, so many of the road- 
trippers left determined and ex¬ 
cited to help affect change.

seem to suggest just the opposite. 

But longtime gay Democratic 
activist David Mixner reacted 
much the same as Republican gay 
activist Guerriero. 

“Clearly their polling shows 
they have catered to the right wing 
too far and there is a backlash that 
is hurting,” said Mixner. He called 
Bush’s comment “a desperate at¬ 
tempt by a desperate man who has 
no principles or value for the 
truth.” 

Human Rights Campaign 
President Cheryl Jacques issued a 
statement saying Bush’s remarks 
were an “attempt to reinvent him¬ 
self” and “cannot be reconciled 
with his efforts to change the 
Constitution to ban civil unions.” 

HRC endorsed Democrat John 
Kerry in the presidential race. 
While Kerry also opposes same- 
sex marriage, he supports full 
rights for same-sex couples, in¬ 
cluding federal benefits. 

Conservative groups expressed 


paigns, said she doesn’t “buy” 
polls, and has faith her efforts will 
help ensure a Kerry victory in 
Nevada. 

Between the sold-out charter 
bus and those driving individual¬ 
ly, more than 70 Bay Area LGBT 
volunteers joined their Northern 
Nevada counterparts in get out 
the vote activities such as door to 
door campaigning, phone-bank¬ 
ing, and a Saturday night outreach 
to Reno’s gay and lesbian bars and 
nightclubs.

“For many of the volunteers, 
this was their first experience 
working for a major political cam¬ 
paign,” said Williams. “We were 


dismay with the president over his 
recent comments, the Associated 
Press reported. 

“Civil unions are a government 
endorsement of homosexuality,” 
said Robert Knight, director of the 
Culture and Family Institute, an 
affiliate of Concerned Women of 
America. “But I don’t think Presi¬ 
dent Bush has thought about it in 
that way. He seems to be striving 
for neutrality while defending 
marriage itself.” 

The Campaign for California 
Families, which is battling the San 
Francisco City Attorney’s office in 
its fight to have state antigay mar¬ 
riage laws ruled unconstitutional, 
also was critical of Bush’s com¬ 
ments. 

“Here’s the truth, civil unions 
are homosexual marriage by an¬ 
other name,” said Randy Thomas- 
son, CCF’s director. “Civil unions 
rob marriage of its uniqueness 
and awards homosexuals all the 
rights of marriage available under 


able to incorporate everyone’s 
strengths into this trip - those 
who weren’t very comfortable 
going door-to-door really went 
full force at the clubs.

The FMA, which seeks to 
amend the U.S. Constitution, 
would ban marriage “or the legal 
incidents thereof” for same-sex 
couples. It failed to pass the Sen¬ 
ate and the House of Representa¬ 
tives in separate votes earlier this 
year. 

Gibson also asked first lady 
Laura Bush about civil unions.

D espite the generosity of ecu¬ 
menical charities, area pa¬ 
trol officers, neighborhood 
associations, and the willingness 
of citizens to work toward solu¬ 
tions, Castro area homelessness, 
based on input from civic leaders, 
has stayed constant in the year 
since Care Not Cash was imple¬ 
mented. 

Despite steady lines at meal 
programs, what some see as an in¬ 
crease in the Castro District 
homeless population can be 
traced mostly to the hustlers and 
panhandlers that trickle in after 
sundown, some people in the 
neighborhood say. 

The evening vagrant crowd 
working synergistically, leeching 
off bar patrons differs dramatical¬ 
ly from the daylight-hour pan¬ 
handlers, according to Jane Warn¬ 
er of the San Francisco Patrol Spe¬ 
cial Police who works the Castro 
nightshift, providing private secu¬ 
rity services to many merchants 
and working to supplement pa¬ 


trols by the San Francisco Police 
Department. 

“It’s almost two worlds, a 
whole different population,” said 
Warner. “I think it’s opportunistic 
at nighttime. They break into cars, 
do drugs, hustling, all under the 
cloak of darkness. From my expe¬ 
rience, addicts stay out at night, 
then sleep all day long, crashing 
out on the sidewalks. 

“The homeless population is 
extremely complicated, it’s not 
just drug activity - it’s sexual prac¬ 
tices, the bars, and drugs. The 
nightlife is a different world. It’s 
not just disabilities and dysfunc¬ 
tions - that’s no fault of their own. 
In addiction, people burn their 
bridges, find themselves out on 
the streets, doing things they 
wouldn’t normally do. Young men 
are supposed to want to change 
the world at 23, not be standing 
on the sidewalk with their hand 
out,” Warner added. 

Warner cites the regular crime 
log postings from Becks Motor 
Lodge as an example. 

“Stealing jackets, the rent-a- 
car, wallets. Guys go home togeth-

er fucked up, stoned out of their 
heads, not thinking rationally on 
sexual desire, their guard’s down.

used by those in need. 

“I wish I could say there’s a de¬ 
crease,” said Leah Brown, execu¬ 
tive director of the Metropolitan 
Community Church Foundation, 
which offers its Simply Supper 
program two afternoons a week at 
MCC-SF, and serves food at the 
needle exchange site behind Safe¬ 
way, and for the Mission Neigh¬ 
borhood Resource Center’s Lady’s 
Night. The church also provides 
sack lunches for participants in 
the Saturday morning Mission 
High School shower program. 

“I was concerned that when 
Care Not Cash started, diners 
would increase, but it stayed sta¬ 
ble. As long as I’ve been here it has 
pretty much stayed the same,” 
Brown said. 

Brown said poverty is the one 
commonality between clients. 

“A lot of hungry people are in 
that line,” she said. “We have a re¬ 
ally wide spectrum - senior citi¬ 
zens who can’t afford rent and 
food; people with HIV who can’t 
afford medicine, food and rent; 
the working poor who can’t afford 
rent and everything else; the 
homeless, destitute, people with 
children, people stretching unem¬ 
ployment checks, who just need a 
helping hand. Every person has a 
different story.” 

MCC receives donations from 
Rainbow Grocery, the Hot Cook¬ 
ie store, and the food bank. It 
takes a volunteer team of 50 to 
cook, serve, and clean up after¬ 
wards. 

“My hope is that one (Lay we 
open the doors and no one’s there. 
That would be a joyous day,” 
Brown said. 

Many factors 

Police officers working the 
Castro say many factors are at 
work among the area’s homeless 
population. 

“It’s not a criminal justice 
issue, it’s a social issue,” said Cas¬ 
tro beat Officer Lisa Frazer. 
“There’s a lot of enabling rather 
than real help and real follow 
through. When you hand people 
money you know it goes to alco¬ 
hol or drugs. Social service orga¬ 
nizations are in desperate need of 
clothes. 

“I’ve been trying to hook peo¬ 
ple up, to bridge the gap between 
services and those who need 
them. I have a lot of them on 
speed dial,” Frazer said, listing 
Mobile Assistance Patrol, the De¬ 
partment of Public Health, and 
social workers. “We’re trying to 
hook them up with case workers, 
to find out about appropriate 
housing. ... But you have to have 
the will to be helped. We won’t 
kidnap people off the street. More 
and more people are receptive.” 

District 8 Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty joined Patrick Mulcahey, 
director of the food program at 
Most Holy Redeemer Church, 
Frazer, DHS housing and home¬ 
lessness director Dariush Kayhan 
and others who took an early 
morning Castro meet-the-home- 
less tour two months ago. 

“You expedite, rush into hous¬ 
ing immediately, then work with 
service providers on substance 
abuse, and mental health,” said 
Kayhan, who implements the 
mayor’s goal of permanent exits 
from homelessness. 

Those involved are proud of 
their success in moving homeless 
youth into permanent housing in 
Market Street’s Perramont Hotel, 
which the Bay Area Reporter wrote 
about this summer. 

For now, however, DHS out¬ 
reach workers are focusing on the

Read this information before you start taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz). Read it again each time you refill 
your prescription, in case there is any new information. This leaflet provides a summary about SUSTIVA 
and does not include everything there is to know about your medicine. This information is not meant to 
take the place of talking with your doctor. 

What is SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA is a medicine used in combination with other medicines to help treat infection with Human 
Immunodeficiency Virus type 1 (HIV-1), the virus that causes AIDS (acquired immune deficiency syn¬ 
drome). SUSTIVA is a type of anti-HIV drug called a “non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor" 
(NNRTI). NNRTIs are not used in the treatment of Human Immunodeficiency Virus type 2 (HIV-2) infection. 

SUSTIVA (efavirenz) works by lowering the amount of HIV-1 in the blood (viral load). SUSTIVA must 
be taken with other anti-HIV medicines. When taken with other anti-HIV medicines, SUSTIVA has been 
shown to reduce viral load and increase the number of CD4+ cells, a type of immune cell in blood. 
SUSTIVA may not have these effects in every patient. 

SUSTIVA does not cure HIV or AIDS. People taking SUSTIVA may still develop other infections and 
complications. Therefore, it is very important that you stay under the care of your doctor. 

SUSTIVA has not been shown to reduce the risk of passing HIV to others. Therefore, continue to 
practice safe sex, and do not use or share dirty needles. 

What are the possible side effects of SUSTIVA? 

Serious psychiatric problems. A small number of patients experience severe depression, strange 
thoughts, or angry behavior while taking SUSTIVA. Some patients have thoughts of suicide and a few 
have actually committed suicide. These problems tend to occur more often in patients who have had 
mental illness. Contact your doctor right away if you think you are having these psychiatric symptoms, 
so your doctor can decide if you should continue to take SUSTIVA. 

Common side effects. Many patients have dizziness, trouble sleeping, drowsiness, trouble concen¬ 
trating, and/or unusual dreams during treatment with SUSTIVA. These side effects may be reduced if you 
take SUSTIVA at bedtime on an empty stomach. They also tend to go away after you have taken the med¬ 
icine for a few weeks. If you have these common side effects, such as dizziness, it does not mean that you 
will also have serious psychiatric problems, such as severe depression, strange thoughts, or angry behav¬ 
ior. Tell your doctor right away if any of these side effects continue or if they bother you. It is possible that 
these symptoms may be more severe if SUSTIVA is used with alcohol or mood altering (street) drugs. 

If you are dizzy, have trouble concentrating, or are drowsy, avoid activities that may be dangerous, 
such as driving or operating machinery. 

Rash is common. Rashes usually go away without any change in treatment. In a small number of 
patients, rash may be serious. If you develop a rash, call your doctor right away. Rash may be a seri¬ 
ous problem in some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side 
effects while your child is taking SUSTIVA. 

Other common side effects include tiredness, upset stomach, vomiting, and diarrhea. 

Changes in body fat. Changes in body fat develop in some patients taking anti-HIV medicine. These 
changes may include an increased amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), in the 
breasts, and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms, and face may also happen. The cause and 
long-term health effects of these fat changes are not known. 

Tell your doctor or healthcare provider if you notice any side effects while taking SUSTIVA. 

Contact your doctor before stopping SUSTIVA because of side effects or for any other reason. 

This is not a complete list of side effects possible with SUSTIVA. Ask your doctor or pharmacist for 
a more complete list of side effects of SUSTIVA and all the medicines you will take. 

How should I take SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

General Information 

• You should take SUSTIVA on an empty stomach, preferably at bedtime. 

• Swallow SUSTIVA with water. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with food increases the amount of medicine in your body, which may increase the fre¬ 
quency of side effects. 

• Taking SUSTIVA at bedtime may make some side effects less bothersome. 

• SUSTIVA must be taken in combination with other anti-HIV medicines. If you take only SUSTIVA, the 
medicine may stop working. 

• Do not miss a dose of SUSTIVA. If you forget to take SUSTIVA, take the missed dose right away, 
unless it is almost time for your next dose. Do not double the next dose. Carry on with your regu¬ 
lar dosing schedule. If you need help in planning the best times to take your medicine, ask your doc¬ 
tor or pharmacist. 

• Take the exact amount of SUSTIVA your doctor prescribes. Never change the dose on your own. Do 
not stop this medicine unless your doctor tells you to stop. 

• If you believe you took more than the prescribed amount of SUSTIVA, contact your local Poison 
Control Center or emergency room right away. 

• Tell your doctor if you start any new medicine or change how you take old ones. Your doses may 
need adjustment. 

• When your SUSTIVA supply starts to run low, get more from your doctor or pharmacy. This is very 
important because the amount of virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for even 
a short time. The virus may develop resistance to SUSTIVA and become harder to treat. 

• Your doctor may want to do blood tests to check for certain side effects while you take SUSTIVA. 

Capsules 

• The dose of SUSTIVA capsules for adults is 600 mg (three 200-mg capsules, taken together) once a 
day by mouth. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower (see Can children take SUSTIVA?). 

Tablets 

• The dose of SUSTIVA tablets for adults is 600 mg (one tablet) once a day by mouth. 

Can children take SUSTIVA? 

Yes. children who are able to swallow capsules can take SUSTIVA. Rash may be a serious problem in 
some children. Tell your child’s doctor right away if you notice rash or any other side effects while your 
child is taking SUSTIVA. The dose of SUSTIVA for children may be lower than the dose for adults. 
Capsules containing lower doses of SUSTIVA are available. Your child’s doctor will determine the right 
dose based on your child's weight. 

Who should not take SUSTIVA? 

Do not take SUSTIVA if you are allergic to the active ingredient, efavirenz, or to any of the inactive ingre¬ 
dients. Your doctor and pharmacist have a list of the inactive ingredients. 


What should I avoid while taking SUSTIVA (efavirenz)? 

• Women taking SUSTIVA should not become pregnant. Serious birth defects have been seen in ani¬ 
mals treated with SUSTIVA. It is not known whether this could happen in humans. Tell your doctor 
right away if you are pregnant. Also talk with your doctor if you want to become pregnant. 

• Women should not rely only on hormone-based birth control, such as pills, injections, or implants, 
because SUSTIVA may make these contraceptives ineffective. Women must use a reliable form of barrier 
contraception, such as a condom or diaphragm, even if they also use other methods of birth control. 

• Do not breast-feed if you are taking SUSTIVA. The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention recom¬ 
mend that mothers with HIV not breast-feed because they can pass the HIV through their milk to the 
baby. Also, SUSTIVA may pass through breast milk and cause serious harm to the baby. Talk with your 
doctor if you are breast-feeding. You may need to stop breast-feeding or use a different medicine. 

• Taking SUSTIVA with alcohol or other medicines causing similar side effects as SUSTIVA, such as 
drowsiness, may increase tht>se side effects. 

• Do not take any other medicines without checking with your doctor. These medicines include pre¬ 
scription and nonprescription medicines and herbal products, especially St. John’s wort. 

Before using SUSTIVA, tell your doctor if you 

• have problems with your liver or have hepatitis. Your doctor may want to do tests to check your 
liver while you take SUSTIVA. 

• have ever had mental illness or are using drugs or alcohol. 

• have ever had seizures or are taking medicine for seizures [for example, Dilantin* (phenytoin), 
Tegretol* (carbamazepine), or phenobarbital]. Your doctor may want to check drug levels in your blood 
from time to time. 

What important information should I know about taking other medicines with SUSTIVA? 

SUSTIVA may change the effect of other medicines, including ones for HIV, and cause serious side 
effects. Your doctor may change your other medicines or change their doses. Other medicines, includ¬ 
ing herbal products, may affect SUSTIVA. For this reason, it is very important to: 

• let alt your doctors and pharmacists know that you take SUSTIVA. 

• tell your doctors and pharmacists about all medicines you take. This includes those you buy over-the- 
counter and herbal or natural remedies. 

Bring all your prescription and nonprescription medicines as well as any herbal remedies that you are 
taking when you see a doctor, or make a list of their names, how much you take, and how often you take 
them. This will give your doctor a complete picture of the medicines you use. Then he or she can decide 
the best approach for your situation. 

Taking SUSTIVA with St. John’s wort (Hypericum perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary 
supplement, or products containing St. John's wort is not recommended. Talk with your doctor if you are 
taking or are planning to take St. John's wort. Taking St. John's wort may decrease SUSTIVA levels and lead 
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On eve of sentencing, 
Misquez reveals 
details of killing

rian Misquez glanced down 
at his hands. It was the 
worst day of his life. It was 
also the last day of life for Rogelio 
DeChavez, a man he met on the 
Internet. 

The date was July 6, 2001. The 
place was the El Cerrito Plaza 
BART station. Both men were 
from the East Bay. Both were 22. 

As Misquez looked at his 
hands, he could see they were en¬ 
crusted with DeChavez’s blood. 
He knew what he had done. He 
wore DeChavez’s clothes over his 
own bloodied clothes. One of the 
knives he used to kill DeChavez 
weighted down his pants. He 
tossed the other knife in bushes 
alongside the BART parking lot. 

He hailed a cab to the Target 
store in Pittsburg. The cab driver 
could see that he looked strange 
and demanded to see his money 
before he would give him a ride. 
Misquez said he threw the bloody 
clothes and the knife away in the 
trash at the Target store. 

“I knew what happened and I 
tried not to think about it. I knew 
the law would be after me,” he said. 

In a series of exclusive inter¬ 
views with the Bay Area Reporter 
since his conviction of second-de¬ 
gree murder over three months 
ago, Misquez revealed details of 
the killing and his motivation 
that, he said, he has never spoken 
about to anyone before. His per¬ 
spective provides a unique look 
into the mind of a man who 
would kill another man, in large 
part, because he could not accept 
his own bisexual feelings. 

Just after he was convicted in 
July, three years after the killing, 
Misquez told the B.A.R. that he 
had apted in self-defense to keep 
from being raped. It was the same 
story he told when he took the 
stand in his own defense a week 
earlier. 

Now, he concedes that his in¬ 
ability to accept his own homo¬ 
sexual feelings, combined with a 
number of other stresses, includ¬ 
ing feeling pressured into having 
sex and financial issues, proved to 
have consequences that would 
forever shatter the lives of his vic¬ 
tim’s family, and his own. 

“I guess I just freaked out and 
went overboard,” the soft-spoken 
Misquez told the B.A.R. in an in¬ 
terview room at the Contra Costa 
County Jail in Martinez. 

“Something snapped inside of 
me. I have a habit of overreacting

like fist fights and stuff but I never 
went that far as to stab some¬ 
body,” Misquez continued. “I 
guess I really couldn’t control my¬ 
self. If I could control myself I 
would have stopped.” 

DeChavez was stabbed 27 
times. Four or five of the stab 
wounds were inflicted after he was 
already dead, according to the 
coroner’s report. 

Misquez added that at the time 
he stabbed DeChavez he felt 
threatened. 

“Back then I felt it was my only 
choice,” he said. 

When asked whether he now 
believes that his inability to accept 
his own homosexual feelings had 
anything to do with the attack, 
Misquez replied that it was “half 
of the reason or a good part of the 
reason.” 

Misquez’s public defense 
lawyer, Laurie Mont, emphasized 
during his trial that society’s neg¬ 
ative attitude toward gay people 
was a large contributing factor to 
the stress faced by Misquez at the 
time of the killing. 

Prosecutor Paul Graves agreed 
that although Misquez felt con¬ 
flicted about his sexuality, that in 
no way justified murder. 

At the time of the killing, Mis¬ 
quez was living with a girlfriend 
and the couple’s two babies. They 
were struggling with financial 
problems. 

Shortly after his arrest, Mis¬ 
quez told police that he is hetero¬ 
sexual and went to DeChavez’s El 
Cerrito apartment to help him 
move. He said that he and a sec¬ 
ond man who was unknown to 
him struggled with DeChavez 
after DeChavez tried to sexually 
assault him. That explanation fell 
apart after police found a tran¬ 
script of the chat between 


DeChavez and Misquez. Misquez 
turned the conversation to sex and 
suggested that they get together. 
The pair also made reference to a 
previous sexual encounter. 

Misquez told the B.A.R. that he 
snapped after DeChavez pressured 
him into having more sex with 
him. The pair had already engaged 
in some oral sex but Misquez felt 
that he could not continue. Mis¬ 
quez said that he reacted out of 
“fear and anger” when he stabbed 
DeChavez 27 times. He said it 
took DeChavez “two to three min¬ 
utes at the most to die.” That is 
about half as long as prosecutors 
said that it took him to die. 

Letter describes struggle 

In a seven-page letter sent to 
this reporter last week, Misquez 
described the struggle he had with 
DeChavez after DeChavez, he 
said, demanded sex. Misquez 
wrote that DeChavez said, “You 
are either going to give it to me, or 
I am gonna take it!” 

Misquez’s letter continued: 
“Then he grabbed me, pinned me 
with my back to counter. He went 
for my pants. I tried to push my 
way out. He then said, ‘Why are 
you playing hard to get like a little 
bitch?’ I felt trapped, a little anger, 
nervousness, fear, all at the same 
time. I reached for the nearest 
thing so I could defend myself, 
which was a knife. Apparently I 
grabbed two and just went off. I 
don’t know how else to explain it. 
It’s like I was aware of what was 
happening but I had no control 
over myself. It was really a bad 
feeling. 

“I remember mostly every¬ 
thing,” Misquez continued in his 
letter. “I actually stayed around 
the apartment for up to 10 min¬ 
utes afterwards. I went straight to 
Target in Pittsburg after. Then 
home shortly after.” 

Misquez moved to Oregon 
shortly after the killing. 

“While I was in Oregon I pret¬ 
ty much walked around the town 
of Tigard until I got a bike. I went 
into a couple of bars and a big 
mall. I was kind of in a different 
state of mind a week or two after 
the killing. Everything was un¬ 
real, everything had a fuzzy look. 
It’s really hard to explain.” 

Three of Misquez’s jurors who 
spoke to the B.A.R. after they 
reached their verdict said that they 
did not believe anything Misquez 
said during his testimony because 
his story changed so often. Graves 
said Misquez constantly changed

ani Mitchell was a baby 
boy named Bruce until 
: the age of 1, when she was 
declared to be female, re-named 
Margaret, and later, surgically al¬ 
tered to fit how the world viewed 
that category. 

Although one of the few 
known intersex people in New 
Zealand, Mitchell, 51, is not 
unique in this world; it is estimat¬ 
ed that one in every 2,000 babies 
is born visibly intersexed, a term 
defined as any number of medical 
conditions in which a child’s ge¬ 
netic sex and/or genital appear¬ 
ance are different from standard 
perceptions of male or female. 

Standard medical protocol has 
been to “correct” the bodies of in¬ 
tersex people in accordance with 
the gender assigned to them, often 
by performing unnecessary surg¬ 
eries without regard for future 
sexual functioning, and without a 
child’s consent. 

Yet within a community orga¬ 
nized around traumatic experi¬ 
ences, there has been much to cel¬ 


ebrate recently for intersex ac¬ 
tivists and allies. 

On Tuesday, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors officially de¬ 
clared October 26 as the first an¬ 
nual Intersex Awareness Day, ap¬ 
proving a resolution that “ap¬ 
plauds the effort of intersex pa¬ 
tient advocates and their medical 
professional allies to end shame, 
secrecy, and medically unneces¬ 
sary genital surgeries on infants 
and children.” 

Next month, according to 
Marcus Arana of the San Francis¬ 
co Human Rights Commission, 
draft recommendations as a result 
of a public hearing will be sub¬ 
mitted to the commission’s LGBT 
Advisory Committee and likely 
will be forwarded to the full com¬ 
mission by December. The guide¬ 
lines, while not yet finalized, call 
for ending societal discomfort 
with ambiguity and ensuring 
equality for intersex children and 
adults. 

And on hand to applaud all 
this progress is Mitchell, flown 
into San Francisco a few weeks 
ago by local intersex activist David 
Cameron, in part to screen her 


documentary, Mams Story at the 
San Francisco Public Library ear¬ 
lier this month. 

The award-winning movie 
played to a nearly full house and 
included a live interview with no¬ 
table local sexologist Carol Queen. 

The video was partly shot, at 
the 2001 Creating Change confer¬ 
ence held annually by the Nation¬ 
al Gay and Lesbian Task Force, at 
which Mitchell presented the no¬ 
tion that intersex children are easy 
targets for sexual abuse because of 
the secrets they must keep about 
their bodies. When Mitchell her¬ 
self fell victim to her village pe¬ 
dophile, she couldn’t tell anyone, 
she said, because she had “already 
promised” her mother that she 
would not let anyone see her gen¬ 
itals. 

At the library screening, 
Mitchell was presented with a 
proclamation from the Board of 
Supervisors commending her for 
her activism. 

Busy schedule 

While in San Francisco, 
Mitchell has been doing advocacy

his story to conform with the evi¬ 
dence after he learned of it. The 
prosecutor called Misquez “evil” 


and suggested that he mocked the 
victim as he strategically “cut him 
down,” kept him from escaping, 
and watched him die. 

Misquez previously had said 
that his two sexual encounters 
with DeChavez were the only 
times that he has had sex with 
men. He now says that he had sex 
with men twice before. Both were 
brief encounters. One lived near 
him in Antioch. The other lived in 
nearby Pittsburg. He said that he 
has never, until now, felt comfort¬ 
able enough to tell anyone that, 
including his lawyer. 

Misquez dropped out of high 
school. He supported himself in 
several low-paying jobs. Most re¬ 
cently, he worked for Target and 
Wal-Mart. 

Misquez grew up in the Anti¬ 
och/Pittsburg area in Eastern 
Contra Costa County. In a rare 
visit to San Francisco when he was 
10 years old, Misquez recalled his 
mother’s reaction to seeing gay 
men on the street. 

“Oh look at the faggots, they’re 
sick,” he recalled her saying. 

Misquez said he hung out with 
a gang but he was never officially 
“jumped in” or initiated by the 
gang. At the start of his trial in 
June, a Contra Costa Times article 
listed details of his crime and of 
his sexual involvement with an¬ 
other man. The paper is widely 
read in the jail. Since the day the 
article was published, Misquez has 
been isolated in a protective cus¬ 
tody unit of the jail to protect him 
from other inmates. 

He had been friendly with oth¬ 
ers associated with his gang during 
his three years in jail. Another ac¬ 
quaintance he spent time with in 
jail was Justin Helzer, who along 
with his brother Glenn Taylor Helz¬ 
er, and their friend Dawn Godman, 
was convicted of killing five people 
in one of Contra Costa County’s 
most gruesome murder cases. 

He has a cellmate and is con¬ 
fined to his cell 23 hours a day. He 
passes the time by writing letters 
and reading. His favorite genre is 
true-crime books. One of his fa¬ 
vorite authors is Ann Rule. He said 
his family remains supportive and 
visits him often. 

Misquez is scheduled to be 
sentenced on Friday, October 29. 
He faces a term of 16-years-to-life. 
He said he would speak at the 
hearing. DeChavez’s family is also 
expected to speak at what is ex¬ 
pected to be a very emotional 
court proceeding. 

When asked what he will say to 
the DeChavez’s family when it’s 
his turn to speak, Misquez replied: 
“I would tell them that I am sorry. 
It wasn’t supposed to be that way. 
We were just supposed to hang 
out for a while to do what we said 
in the chat.” ▼ 
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The Castro to host 
Election Night party

hile Sunday night ushers 
in the spooks of Hal¬ 
loween, the real fright 
night could come Tuesday, No¬ 
vember 2 when Americans go to 
the polls to elect their next presi¬ 
dent. For many LGBT voters, the 
prospect of four more years of 
George W. Bush is truly frighten¬ 
ing. 

Many queer Democrats, and 
even a large number of gay Re¬ 
publicans, are hoping for a change 
in administrations and have their 
fingers crossed that Senator John 
Kerry will send Bush packing 
from the White House. Collective¬ 
ly, the nation will be holding its 
breath to see whether a repeat of 
the 2000 election, when ballot 
problems in Florida delayed the 
outcome for weeks, will require 


the U.S. Supreme Court to once 
again decide who becomes the 
next commander in chief. 

This year, San Franciscans can 
find solace and company in the 
Castro as they watch election re¬ 
sults roll in from across the coun¬ 
try. Reprising his election night 
party of 1992, local event produc¬ 
er Ggreg Taylor is hosting a bash 
in the heart of the city’s gay dis¬ 
trict Tuesday night from 6 to 10 
p.m. 

Taylor plans to install an ad 
hoc stage at the corner of Castro 
and 18th streets - what he calls the 
town square of gay America - 
where large screens will project 
the results of elections pertinent 
to the LGBT community as the 
votes are counted and winners are 
declared. 

“Why be stuck at home glued 
to the tube when you can be 
among your extended family in 


the center of our community get¬ 
ting the same more targeted re¬ 
sults minus the talking heads,” 
said Taylor. “This will be the place 
for our community to come to¬ 
gether and have fun as we cross 
our fingers and hope America 
votes for a better future.” 

Taylor will be joined by Peach¬ 
es Christ as an emcee that evening 
and he plans to have video mes¬ 
sages created by gay celebrities 
and politicians. So far, New York 
City drag queen Lady Bunny has 
committed, and Taylor has asked 
Hedwig and the Angry Inch star 
John Cameron Mitchell, Justin 
Bond of Kiki 8c Herb, the Scissor 
Sisters, and a number of politicos 
to also tape video spots. 

“We want to serve as GNN, the 
Gay News Network, cutting out 
the pundits and talking heads, and 
replacing them with people from 
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Halloween

Costumes” set the tone for the 
evening. 

Though some problems were 
reported last year, the new efforts 
worked to give a safer, more festive 
feel to the party. Based on that 
success, promoters expect a record 
number of people to show up in 
the Castro this year. The tagline 
“No Booze No Drugs No Bash¬ 
ing” still remains in the event’s ads 
but the tone is more of having fun 
than fearing what the holiday will 
bring. 

“That is a turnaround mes¬ 
sage. Last year the message we 
were communicating was don’t 
mess up. This year the message we 
are communicating is good times 
and good behavior,” said Dufty. 
“The framework is there to have a 
safe and fun evening. I am hopeful 
people in the neighborhood will 
come out and support this event. I 
think it is going to be fun.” 

Over 200,000 people are ex¬ 
pected to cram into the Castro 
area Sunday, October 31 between 
7 p.m. and midnight. There will 
be three stages of entertainment. 
The annual March of Light Parade 
will snake its way through the 
street party at 8:30 p.m. Once 
again KRON-TV will broadcast 
live from the main stage at Castro 
and Market, where costume con¬ 
tests will be held. 

Political tone 

Coming two days before Elec¬ 
tion Day, the event will also have 
a more political tone than last 
year. In front of its Market Street 
headquarters Marriage Equality 
California will present the “Hor¬ 
rors of Marriage Inequality.” Rev¬ 
elers will be able to interact with 
an evil cast of characters includ¬ 
ing: Doctor Family-Only, Senator 
Separate-But-Equal, General 
Don’t-Ask-Don’t-Tell, Reverend 
My-Bible-Tells-Me-So, INS Agent 
Not-In-This-Country, and The 
Bride of Fundie-stein. 

MECA chapter co-chair Kelly 
Rivera Hart said the group is not 
concerned about safety that night 
and instead wants to use the event 
to raise awareness about the im¬ 
portance of gay rights. 

“With 11 states voting on con¬ 
stitutional amendments this No¬ 
vember 2, it is pretty key we all 
know what we are dealing with,” 
he said. “Where we are going to be 


set up we are not in the middle of 
the crowd. But we will be visible 
for the crowd as they walk past. I 
don’t think we are going to be in 
the middle of anything that might 
be dangerous for volunteers.” 

Ensuring the safety of the 
crowd, the San Francisco Police 
Department intends to be out in 
force once again this year, confis¬ 
cating any alcohol found on rev¬ 
elers and asking people to remove 
any parts of their costumes 
deemed dangerous. 

Over 300 police officers, sher¬ 
iff deputies, firefighters (including 
emergency medical personnel), 
and 60 parking and traffic control 
officers will be working Sunday 
night. The police will set up a 
headquarters at the former City 
Athletic Club on 17th Street above 
Pink Triangle Park. 

The alcohol ban is “out of con¬ 
cern and safety for the whole 
community,” said Castro beat Of¬ 
ficer Lisa Frazer. “The absence of 
alcohol made a remarkable differ¬ 
ence last year.” 

Frazer advises Castro residents 
hosting parties this Sunday to buy 
their alcohol early and make sure 
guests remain indoors or in back¬ 
yards. 

“We are not going to let anyone 
have alcohol on the streets. We 
want people to have a great time 
with their party. But they need to 
know there is zero tolerance of al¬ 
cohol on the street so they need to 
keep cans and cups in their house 
or in their backyard,” she said. 

Assisting the police will be 80 
security volunteers hired by San 
Francisco Special Patrol Officer 
Jane Warner, who patrols the Cas¬ 
tro area. Warner will have stations 
set up at the former Zao Noodle 
space on 16th Street and in the 
community meeting room in the 
Bank of America building on Cas¬ 
tro Street. 

After being petitioned by busi¬ 
ness owner Patrick Batt, the 
mayor’s office gave Warner 
$17,000 to help pay for the extra 
security. Though the money is 
$4,000 less than she has received 
in past years, Warner said she was 
able to hire the same amount of 
people this year. 

Others have stepped up to help 
cover her costs, including the Po¬ 
lice Department’s Pride Alliance, 
an employee group for LGBT of¬ 
ficers, which gave $ 1,000; both the 
Buena Vista and Duboce Triangle 
neighborhood groups gave about 
$300; and the Castro Theatre con¬ 


tributed $576. 

“I think it will just be huge all 
weekend,” said Warner of the 
crowds she expects in the Castro 
starting Friday night through 
Sunday. “I don’t think people are 
as scared as last year. The year be¬ 
fore was really terrible and very vi¬ 
olent.” 

The weather will play a big part 
in how large a crowd does show 
up this year. The Castro Street Fair 
earlier this month had a drop-off 
in attendance and donations due 
to the cold, foggy, and windy 
weather. Though that type of 
weather might not be so bad for 
Halloween, joked Warner. 

“I am praying for rain, a 
storm,” she said, laughing. 

Residents should be aware, she 
said, that the city will begin tow¬ 
ing cars out of the designated 
event area at 1 p.m. on Sunday 
and the streets will be closed at 3 
p.m. in order to set up the stages 
and barricades around the event 
perimeter. Everett Middle School 
(entrance on 17th, between 
Sanchez and Church) will offer 
paid parking for $20 per vehicle as 
a school fundraiser. The school 
can be contacted at (415) 241- 
6344 for details. CPMC Davies 
campus garage will also be open 
on the night of the event. 

BART once again will be run¬ 
ning a later train Sunday night 
and is selling special $6 unlimited 
passes good from 4 p.m. on that 
day; MUNI is selling special $2 all 
day passes. 

“There is absolutely no park¬ 
ing, so try to take transit in,” ad¬ 
vised Warner. 

There will be 14 entry gates to 
the street party, and a $3 donation 
is asked of entrants. The money 
collected will help pay for the 
evening and help fund the LGBT 
Community Center, Folsom 
Street Events, Bay Positives and 
San Francisco Sex Information. 

“The city has done its part, the 
neighborhood has done its part 
and our community partners have 
done their part. It’s now up to the 
community to do its part and give 
generously at the gates so that we 
can cover the costs of the event 
and donate back to neighborhood 
charities,” said Audrey Joseph, 
president of the city’s Entertain¬ 
ment Commission who has over¬ 
seen planning for Halloween this 
year.

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SF Public Library and GLBT Historical 
Society eye joint Castro venture

wo keepers of the gay com¬ 
munity’s past have their eyes 
on a future transformation 
of a branch library in the Castro 
into a GLBT historical research 
center and museum. Boosters of 
the project envision creating not 
only a first of its kind gay research 
center but also a cultural destina¬ 
tion in the heart of the city’s gay 
neighborhood. 

The San Francisco Public Li¬ 
brary and the GLBT Historical 
Society revealed this week that the 
two organizations are in talks to 
move the society’s archives and 
downtown museum into a re¬ 
designed and expanded Eureka 
Valley Harvey Milk Memorial Li¬ 
brary on 16th Street, one block 
east of Market Street. Under the 
plan, the library would also relo¬ 
cate out of storage its own LGBT 
archival material, currently 
housed at the main library as part 
of its James C. Hormel Gay and 
Lesbian Center. 

The historical society’s board 
of directors voted unanimously 
on September 30 to pursue talks 
with the library and city officials 
about creating a cooperative ven¬ 
ture to transform the Eureka 
branch library into what project

supporters say would be a tourist 
attraction for LGBT people and a 
valuable resource for gay studies 
scholars. On Tuesday, October 26, 
District 8 Supervisor Bevan Dufty, 
who envisions the project as a 
centerpiece of his Castro Renais¬ 
sance plan, introduced a resolu¬ 
tion before the Board of Supervi¬ 
sors to gain his colleagues’ support 
for the project. 

“We think it is very promising. 
It really is a unique opportunity to 
showcase the incredible rich his¬ 
tory of the Bay Area and San Fran¬ 


cisco and do it in a way that cre¬ 
ates a real destination point for 
the city’s LGBT community and 
really the larger community, 
tourists, academic community, all 
the constituencies which we 
draw,” said Terence Kissack, the 
GLBT Historical Society’s execu¬ 
tive director. “Locating the histor¬ 
ical society in the Castro makes 
sense. Even more so, if we can cre¬ 
ate this research center, this desti¬ 
nation point, that is a real attrac¬ 
tive opportunity.”

Gay man fighting fire 
dept, requests hearing

s he continues to fight the 
city and San Francisco Fire 
Department in court, a gay 
sheriff’s deputy has asked the Civil 
Service Commission to hold a 
hearing on his allegations that a 
test given to potential firefighters 
is biased against homosexuals and 
alcoholics. 

Jon Gray requested on October 
21 that the commission schedule 
a public hearing on what he calls 
the fire department’s “adverse hir¬ 
ing practices.” In his letter re¬ 
questing the hearing, Gray wrote 
that he is “very concerned that the 
fire department’s examination 
process adversely affects our gay 
population.” 

Claiming there are only five 
openly gay firefighters in the de¬ 
partment, Gray states in his hear¬ 
ing request he wants the larger 
issue of recruitment of gay men 
and lesbians into the department 
discussed. He said he does not 
want his particular case to be the 
sole focus of a hearing. 

“I think it is just important the 
fire department have more gays in 
it,” he said. 

In August, Gray filed suit 
against the city and fire depart¬ 
ment in San Francisco Superior 
Court, alleging he was passed over 
for a firefighter position due to his 
sexual orientation and being a re¬ 
covered alcoholic. Since 2001 he 
has raised concerns about gender- 
specific questions on the fire en¬ 
trance exam, which he claims are 
used to weed out gay male appli¬ 
cants. 

He has filed complaints with 


city and state agencies and decid¬ 
ed to file his lawsuit August 12 
after investigators with the state 
Department of Fair Employment 
and Housing closed his case earli¬ 
er this year due to lack of evi¬ 
dence. 

Fire and city officials have de¬ 
nied Gray’s claims. The city has 
sought to restrict the court case 
from exploring any issues involv¬ 
ing sexual orientation. The city at¬ 
torney’s office filed a demurrer in 
the case, arguing in court docu¬ 
ments that Gray did not exhaust 
his sexual orientation claims with 
state agencies and therefore, any 
reference to sexual orientation 
discrimination should be stricken 
from the lawsuit. 

“What he is required to do is 
first go through the Department 
of Fair Employment and Housing 
and administratively exhaust his 
claims with them. Once he ex¬ 
hausted his claims with them, 
then he can file a lawsuit. Our ar¬ 
gument is his sexual orientation 
claim is not raised with the 
agency,” said Deputy City Attor¬ 
ney Jill Figg. 

Figg said the city’s demurrer 
does not address the allegations 
directly. 

“It just challenges the legal effi¬ 
ciency of the complaint. We are 
not able to put our story forward 
or dispute the facts of their com¬ 
plaints,” she said. 

Gray contends he did file sexu¬ 
al orientation complaints with the 
state agency, but agency personnel 
failed to include them in his pa¬ 
perwork. Also, because the city re¬ 
fused to turn over copies of the 
exam to state investigators, the 
state closed his case, saying there 


was not enough evidence to either 
prove or disprove Gray’s claims. 

On October 13 Superior Court 
Judge James L. Warren issued a 
preliminary order to grant the 
city’s demurrer, but allowed Gray 
to amend his complaint. Gray 
filed an amended complaint Oc¬ 
tober 20. Figg said she is in the 
process of filing another demur¬ 
rer. The case is not expected to go 
before Warren again until late No¬ 
vember. 

The city has also lodged objec¬ 
tions to Gray’s document re¬ 
quests, stating the information is 
“privileged or protected by the at¬ 
torney-client privilege” and it re¬ 
quires the city to “disclose pro¬ 
tected personal, private or confi¬ 
dential information about city 
employees or applicants for posi¬ 
tions with the city.” Gray has asked 
the city to turn over all documen¬ 
tation relating to the test it gave in 
the fall of 2001 in order for him to 
have his own expert review the 
material. 

Fire Chief Joanne Hayes-White 
told the Bay Area Reporter this 
summer she also would like to re¬ 
view the exam. However, with the 
matter tied up in court, the test 
has not been produced. 

“I am just trying to get the 
documents, the test, to have it an¬ 
alyzed,” said Gray. “I am going to 
ask the Civil Service Commission 
to examine this test and have an 
emergency meeting or something 
on the adverse impact to the gay 
community. They have to do 
something on this if my sexual 
orientation complaint gets 
thrown out.” 

At press time, a hearing had yet 
to be scheduled. ▼ 


and acting city librarian, said, “We 
should be the home of this center. 
It would be the first of its kind in 
the U.S. to have a joint research 
center.” 

Dufty, who brought the two 
groups together in August to 
begin exploring the possibility of 
the project, said, “I would like to 
see it be a signature building. Over 
time, it could be a very visible 
symbol of San Francisco’s LGBT 
community.” 

The project is in the prelimi¬ 
nary stages but is on a fast-track 
timeline. In December, Dufty said 
he hopes to hold community 
meetings about the proposal and 
then bring it before the city’s Li¬ 
brary Commission in January to 
see if there is enough support to 
move forward on the project. 

Built in the 1960s, the 5,500 
square foot Eureka branch library 
is already slated to undergo reno¬ 
vations next year and $4.3 million 
in bond monies has been allocat¬ 
ed for the construction costs. If 
the joint venture is approved, it is 
estimated an additional $14 mil¬ 
lion will need to be raised. 

“Currently, it is a seismic risk,” 
said Underwood. “If we go with 


Bevan’s plan we will be demolish¬ 
ing it. If we don’t, we will be 
adding structural support to make 
sure it can survive an earthquake 
and make it accessible to people 
with disabilities.” 

In addition, Underwood said 
he would like to expand the li¬ 
brary’s children’s area, widen the 
aisles between the stacks, and up¬ 
grade the electrical wiring to bet¬ 
ter meet today’s technology needs. 

“We need to focus on provid¬ 
ing a larger space for children. 
More and more children are com¬ 
ing into that branch who are 
adopted or are the children of 
straight and same-sex couples,” 
said Underwood. 

Incorporating the historical 
society into the library branch 
would mean elimination of the 
parking currently at the site and 
building a larger structure on the 
19,000 square foot property. 
Dufty said the project has the po¬ 
tential to address neighbors’ con¬ 
cerns about drug use and other il¬ 
legal activities that currently take 
place at the library site.

Tenderloin with “the largest con¬ 
centration of homeless in the en¬ 
tire city, many on the streets for 
years,” said Kayhan. “We have not 
redeployed outreach teams to the 
Castro. We are following up with 
a few of the homeless clients for 
treatment and housing. At this 
time our 10-person staff, as much 
as we’re trying to have some suc¬ 
cess there, to get people off the 
streets, were making headway, ad¬ 
vocating for additional staff and 
resources, to broaden our work. 
Supervisor [Dufty] is advocating 
for us to do work in the Castro, 


but we’re constrained by our bud¬ 
get. We recognize that situation 
exists. It’s one step at a time.” 

Homeless advocates said more 
outreach is needed. 

“For a city of 750,000 people, 
we need thousands of outreach 
workers,” said longtime queer ac¬ 
tivist Tommi Avicolli Mecca. 
“Why aren’t there a dozen or 20 
outreach workers just in the Cas¬ 
tro? I don’t blame Human Ser¬ 
vices. They’re underfunded, un¬ 
derstaffed, they try to do their best 
but the resources aren’t there.” 

Kayhan noted that not every¬ 
one on the streets is homeless, but 
declined to be more specific. He 
did say that DHS has gathered 
data on almost 600 people on the 


streets and that the information 
will be released soon. 

Avicolli Mecca said there’s 
many different ways to look at the 
homeless issue. 

“If you judge the problem by 
the visibility of homeless on 
streets, you don’t get the full pic¬ 
ture,” he said. “The issue is bigger 
than just the Castro. Let’s look at 
the big picture - more mental 
health slots, drug addiction coun¬ 
seling, affordable housing - that’s 
the essence of the issue not just 
more people out of the way.” 

And people living with 
HIV/AIDS are part of the popula¬ 
tion. 

“Fourteen percent of people 
with AIDS are homeless,” said Avi¬ 
colli Mecca. “If we’re talking about 
the Castro, what are the AIDS or¬ 
ganizations doing about this? 
That’s the question. What’s the 
business community doing?” 

On the street 

Panhandlers, however, are part 
of life in the Castro. 

A man, who gave his name 
only as Andrew and who said he 
was an evicted, former corporate 
secretary, said he chose the Castro 
to panhandle because the crowds 
are “nicer, friendly, generous, and 
polite.” 

“Castro residents are much 
more aware politically than in 
North Beach or the Marina,” said 
Andrew, 51, who said he’s been 
homeless for eight to nine 
months. He called the 6™ Street 
and the Civic Center corridor, an¬ 
other area where the homeless 
congregate, “meaner” and more 
“hardcore” than the Castro, with 
more “aggressive” police. 

Police agreed with Andrew’s 
general take on the situation. 

“It’s well known on the street 
that the Castro is an easy place to 
score,” said the SFPD’s Frazer. 
“People are very generous. They 
come down to the Castro and prey 
upon people. People come here 
from all over the country to be 
homeless, live on the streets. If 
they’re not hooked on drugs be¬ 
fore they come, they get in over 
their heads. Younger heroin ad¬ 
dicts who want the glamour of 
being homeless - they don’t know 
it’s a downward spiral, and unfor¬ 
tunately end up in the criminal 
justice system - wasted potential. 

Frazer said one panhandler ex¬ 
plained why he comes to the Cas¬ 
tro. “He said, ‘It takes me all day in 
the Haight to make five bucks. I 
can make that here in one hour.” 

Andrew said police exhibit 
some sensitivity. 

“Police are rather decent here,” 
he said. “They have some degree 
of compassion. I don’t enjoy 
doing this. If only people know 
what we go through. It’s a struggle 
to hang on - mentally and physi¬ 
cally.” 


Recycling center 

The recycling center on Lagu¬ 
na Street beside Market Street’s 
Safeway parking lot attracts a line 
of homeless or people living on 
the margins, with can and bottle- 
filled shopping carts who stay to 
socialize on Duboce Street near 
the weekly needle exchange. 

“It’s too easy to be reactionary, 
easy to say ‘shut it down,”’ said 
Peter Albert, president of the 
Duboce Triangle Neighborhood 
Association. “It’s a service to the 
homeless. We want to support re¬ 
cycling, for it to help rather than 
hurt neighbors. It provides a valu¬ 
able service for the homeless and 
the neighborhood. We don’t want 
to be the kind of neighborhood 
that shuts it down. 

Albert said DTNA worked 
with city officials. 

“Rather than deal with the 
issue in a patchwork way, we got 
involved with police, and Supervi¬ 
sor Dufty is making the whole sit¬ 
uation fit in. How do we as a 
neighborhood fit into the whole 
solution?” he said. 

Numbers down 

Most Holy Redeemer in the 
Castro has seen a different trend - 
at least for a few months. 

“Our numbers declined over 
this summer,” said Mulcahey, the 
food program director. “For the 
first time we were able to seat 
everyone. Suddenly in June of this 
year it leveled off.” 

Mulcahey guessed the leveling 
off reflected a period of adjust¬ 
ment as people settled into the 
Care Not Cash system. At any rate 
it did not last for long. 

“As of October 1 the numbers 
jumped way back up again to a 
full house every Wednesday,” he 
said. 

The church offers a four- 
course meal to about 120 diners 
every Wednesday. 

Mulcahey favored the city’s 
previous temporary compromise 
program offering financial incen¬ 
tives - a larger cash grant for ac¬ 
cepting services in order to main¬ 
tain their lives indoors. 

“It was easy to get people to 
buy into it,” said Mulcahey, a free¬ 
lance writer who formerly com¬ 
posed TV soap opera scripts for 
20 years. “If you want to five under 
a bridge, fine, but if you said yes to 
shelter treatment, you received 
more money. It seemed to be 
working.” 

“We don’t know about the 8,000

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each other’s strength,” said 
Williams. 

Other area efforts 

According to Williams, several 
volunteers from last weekend’s 
trip have already made plans to re¬ 
turn to Reno this weekend and 
continue their efforts as the presi¬ 
dential campaign enters its final 
days before the November 2 elec¬ 
tion. 

Others from the local gay com¬ 
munity have been reaching out to 
swing states as well. San Francis¬ 
co’s Dave Gleba has been working 
for several weeks to help register 
LGBT voters and get out the vote 
in Columbus, Ohio. He will be 
joined this weekend by AIDS 
Emergency Fund Executive Direc¬ 
tor Mike Smith, who said he’s ex¬ 
cited to help out with weekend 
rallies and volunteer as an elec¬ 
tion-day poll watcher in Colum¬ 
bus. San Francisco’s Mike Mar¬ 
shall is performing similar efforts 
in Iowa, another hotly contested 
state. 

Nationwide the Democratic 
National Committee has reported 


who were never on GA [general as¬ 
sistance] to start with. GA now pro¬ 
vides some perks but it’s not a 
process people like to go through. 
It’s hard to convince them to get el¬ 
igibility established when they only 
get $59 out of it. It’s a lot of hoops 
to jump through to get the pot of 
gold of only $59 per month.” 

Mulcahey formalized the 
church’s bag lunch program. Cur¬ 
rently volunteers prepare about 40 
bag lunches per day in the recto¬ 
ry. Financial support comes from 
congregants, Congregation Sha’ar 
Zahav, Castro residents, and the 
church gets a “pat on the head” 
from the city’s Catholic archdio¬ 
cese, he said. 

Pink Triangle Park 

Until volunteers removed high 
plants two weeks ago, 17™ and 
Market’s Pink Triangle Park had a 
problem with people sleeping 
there. 

“We call police immediately if 
someone is obviously camping 
out,” said Jack Keating who with 
others spends 10 hours per week 
maintaining the blue oat grass, 
rose bushes, Australian fuchsia, lo¬ 
cust trees and Monterey Pines, 
and mowing the lawn surround¬ 
ing the pink granite pylons that 
pay tribute to LGBT victims of the 
Holocaust. 

“Last summer we had a prob¬ 
lem in one location, we got fed up 
and called the police three times 
in one week. We took out the 
plants to expose it more, for clear 
visibility. Hopefully we sent them 
a sign. We’re going to keep a close 
eye on it,” said Keating. 

The volunteers have also re¬ 
moved graffiti from the walls of 
the old City Athletic Club 12 to 15 
times in the past year. 

Collingwood Park 

As for the homeless who still 
sometimes sleep on the dog run 
and lawn area in Collingwood 
Park, neighbors should not expect 
one of the city’s four part-time 
Park Patrol agents to rouse the 
sleepers. 

“Our hands and feet are tied,” 
said 10-year park ranger Paula 
Gannon of the department, 
which, for the past year, has pro¬ 
vided just one ranger for each 
shift, and one supervisor to patrol 
the city’s almost 400 acres of park 
land.

counterparts to report military 
service because under a policy 
where you are obliged to secrecy, 
having a partner makes that much 
more difficult.” 

“In general, the coupled sam¬ 
ple is going to be skewed a little 
older than the broad gay and les¬ 
bian population, you would ex¬ 
pect that.

C. Dixon Osburn, executive di¬

additional troops the army chief 
of staff says he needs to fight the 
war on terrorism.” 

“There is no doubt that Amer¬ 
ica needs her lesbian and gay pa¬ 
triots fighting on the front lines ... 
they should be able to do so open¬ 
ly,” Osburn said. 

More than 10,000 members of 
the armed forces have been dis¬ 
charged under DADT since its

n analysis of data on same- 
f , sex couples from the 2000 
mm Census has produced the 
first ever estimates of the numbers 
of gays and lesbians who are serv¬ 
ing or who have served in the mil¬ 
itary. Perhaps most surprising are 
the differences between men and 
women. 

The report, “Gay Men and Les¬ 
bians in the US Military: Esti¬ 
mates from the Census 2000,” was 
written by Gary Gates,, a re¬ 
searcher at the Urban Institute 
and author of the Gay and Lesbian 
Atlas. lt was released on October 
20 . 

Gates’s report estimates that 
36,000 gay men and lesbians are 
serving on active duty, or 2.5 per¬ 
cent of the total active duty mili¬ 
tary. Including those serving in 
the National Guard and Reserves 
boosts that total to 65,000, or 2.8 
percent of all military personnel. 

Gay men are underrepresented 
among active duty personnel, at 
only 1.4 percent of the total, while 
lesbians are greatly over repre¬ 
sented at 9.3 percent. Many sur¬ 
veys have found that gays consti¬ 
tute roughly 5 percent of the pop¬ 
ulation, with a ratio of about 2 to 
1 male to female. 

Other striking findings are that 
lesbians are on average four years 
older than their gay male counter¬ 
parts and are more likely to be 


white than African American. 
This suggests to Gates that many 
minorities are using the military 
as a way out and to access benefits 
such as education, while for white 
lesbians with greater economic 
options, it is more of a career 
choice. 

“Especially given that it is the 
opposite for men,” Gates said. 
“The important take away is that 
there is a non-trivial portion of 
women in the military that are Ies-* 
bian. The other story is, given the 


had some success with that policy.” 

There also is evidence that “the 
policy still filters gay men out, but 
their service rates are starting to 
get more similar over time. It sug¬ 
gests that ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ 
has made it a bit easier for gay men 
to serve. The problem with that 
analysis is that it doesn’t fit for 
women,” according to the report. 

Gates acknowledges a possible 
alternative explanation for the 
shifts, “It could say something 
about society changing and being 


ing never asked anybody in the 
censuses whether they are gay or 
lesbian,” said Gates. The question 
can be even more complicated 
with young people in their late 
teens and early 20s who may not 
yet have a clear sense of their sex¬ 
ual identity and are much less 
likely to be in a coupled relation¬ 
ship. That population constitutes 
the greatest portion of those in 
uniform. 

Gates acknowledged, “It is a 
difficult and challenging question”

kind of invisibility of ‘Don’t Ask, 
Don’t Tell,’ you can show for the 
first time that gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple have been serving in the mili¬ 
tary for as long as we have had a 
military. Up until this time we 
have not had the data to prove 
that.” 

Gates added, “To the extent 
that ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell’ was a 
political compromise between a 
group that essentially didn’t want 
gay people to serve and a group 
that did; there is evidence to sub¬ 
stantiate that both groups have 


more accepting, and gay people 
feeling they can make these choic¬ 
es” to either stay in the military, 
form coupled relationships, or re¬ 
port them on a census form. 

The analysis drew upon self-re¬ 
porting of same-sex couples in the 
census data, the same pool of data 
that was culled for a recently re¬ 
leased study on black same-sex 
couples. Most experts use this as 
the best census marker of gays and 
lesbians. 

“An interesting aspect of this is 
that we derive the estimates hav- 


to try and figure out how repre¬ 
sentative same-sex couples are of 
the gay and lesbian community 
overall. “The short answer is, it de¬ 
pends on the characteristic you’re 
looking at.” On the simple ques¬ 
tion of geography, they appear to 
be similar; “where you find a lot of 
gay couples, you’re likely to find a 
lot of gay people in general.” 

“But one characteristic they 
likely do differ on is military ser¬ 
vice rates,” said Gates. “It is likely

Christian club sues UC Hastings

n evangelical student group 
at the UC Hastings School 
of Law in San Francisco is 
suing the university for banning it 
from campus because it refuses to 
allow gays, lesbians, and non- 
Christians as members. 

The Christian Legal Society 
filed a civil rights lawsuit last Fri¬ 
day, October 22 in U.S. District 
Court for the Northern District of 
California in San Francisco 
against officials at Hastings for re¬ 
fusing to recognize the Hastings 
Christian Fellowship, the campus 
chapter of the legal society. The 
student group has refused to agree 
to a nondiscrimination policy that 
would require the group to admit 
homosexuals and non-Christians 
as members and officers. 

The Alliance Defense Fund, the 
same fundamentalist law center 
that sued San Francisco officials 
for marrying same-sex couples, is 
representing the Christian club. 
ADF recently won the right to join 
in the same-sex marriage cases 
presently before San Francisco Su¬ 
perior Court, arguing it does not 
have faith in Attorney General Bill 
Lockyer to defend the state’s pro¬ 
hibition against gay marriage. 

“UC Hastings has apparently 


decided to withdraw itself from the 
‘marketplace of ideas,”’ said Ben¬ 
jamin Bull, the alliance’s chief coun¬ 
sel. “What’s next? Will they require a 
vegetarian club to admit meat- 
eaters or a Democratic Party stu¬ 
dent group to admit Republicans?” 

A spokeswoman at the college 
said Tuesday, October 26 that 
since Hastings had not been 
served with the lawsuit yet the 
school would have no comment. 

Though the Christian group 
bans gays and non-Christians as 
members or elected officers, the 
club argues it does not bar people 
from attending its meetings or 
participating in discussions. The 
group informed the university that 
it does not object to the portions 
of the nondiscrimination policy 
that forbid discrimination on the 
basis of race, color, national origin, 
ancestry, disability, age, or sex. 

Based on its religious beliefs, 
the club does object to the policy 
regarding sexual orientation. 

“Permitting people to join 
HCF who disagree with the 
group’s beliefs and goals would 
contradict and undermine their 
purpose,” said Bull. “The Supreme 
Court has ruled repeatedly that 
student organizations have the 
right to determine their own 
membership.” 

The court’s most famous ruling 


in this matter involved the Boy 
Scouts, which it said had the right 
as a private organization to ban ho¬ 
mosexuals from its ranks. However, 
gay legal groups have filed lawsuits 
in California’s courts arguing that 
private country clubs and other or-. 
ganizations cannot restrict mem¬ 
bership from same-sex couples. 

The two fundamentalist 
groups suing Hastings have also 
filed suit against Pennsylvania 
State University officials for their 
decision to deny recognition to 
that school’s Christian Legal Soci¬ 
ety chapter, which refused to sign 
a nondiscrimination policy simi¬ 
lar to the one at Hastings. 

Lack of official recognition 
from Hastings denies the group 
numerous benefits, including ac¬ 
tivity funding, advertising in 
school publications or on campus 
bulletin boards, use of campus fa¬ 
cilities, and access to all services 
offered by the Office of Student 
Services. 

“Requiring HCF to agree to the 
policy to obtain benefits holds 
them hostage by using their own 
beliefs against them,” said Greg 
Baylor, director of the legal soci¬ 
ety’s Center for Law and Religious 
Freedom. “The policy is unconsti¬ 
tutional and discriminates against 
those who hold sincere religious 
beliefs.” ▼

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Fair game: Male bonding in flag football

ay flag football teams con¬ 
verged on Atlanta earlier 
this month for Gay Bowl IV 
- the Atlanta Bowl Flag Football 
Tournament, in which seven 
teams met both on the field and at 
social events. 

Flag football is one of the many 
sports scheduled for Chicago’s 
Gay Games VII in 2006, the first 
time the sport has been included 
since the fourth Games in New 
York. 

Teams are comprised of seven 
players each, in contrast to Amer¬ 
ican football’s 11 players per team. 
Instead of^tackling, players rip a 
strip of fabric, usually attached 
with Velcro, from a ball carrier’s 
belt. 

Despite this difference, it’s still 
a rigorous sport. Practices and 
tournaments make for serious 
competition, but provide a con¬ 
vivial social outlet as well. 

Kevin Brown of the host team, 
Atlanta Thunder, helped organize 
the tournament and has played 
since his team’s beginnings six 
years ago. 

Like some players, Brown had 
not played football in high school 
or college. “The skill level is broad, 
from those who’ve never played to 
about two-thirds who’ve played 
football before,” he said. 

Social events for the Atlanta 
Thunder often include some 


For more info 

www.atlantathunder 

football.com 

www.sfshockwaves.org 

www.huddlethenovel.com 


fundraising activity, added Brown. 
Of the $21,000 they raised, 40 per¬ 
cent came from car washes, bar 
events, auctions, and individual 
donors. 

Road trips to tournaments in 
other cities bring players even 
closer together, said Brown. “It’s 
like a fraternity road trip, com¬ 
plete with hazing,” he said. 

Darrel Bayani, coach of the San 
Francisco Shockwaves, said that 
road trips bring teammates to¬ 
gether in ways that practices 
don’t. “We see sides of 
each other we hadn’t seen 
before,” he added with a 
grin. “When you’re forced 
to be together, you bond.” 

Shockwaves members 
who gathered at a San 
Francisco bar for a 
fundraiser a week be¬ 
fore the tournament 
put in extra hours to 
help their team, but 
also met potential new 
players. As a college football game 
played on the TV over the bar, 
quarterback Len Gonzales talked 
about his favorite aspect of the 
game. “I prefer the strategic posi¬ 
tioning, getting everyone onto the 
same page. It’s like playing chess. I 
love that.” 

Gonzales played tennis when 
he grew up in San Diego and did¬ 
n’t play flag football until his years 
at the University of California, San 
Diego. When he began seriously 
playing flag football, he became a 
quarterback “by default,” he said. 
“Most larger guys play defense.” 

Do some players hope to find 
men with similar interests for dat¬ 
ing? With a boyfriend who is not 
on the team, but is supportive, 
Gonzales acknowledged that ro¬ 
mance may happen between other 
players, but not for him. 
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“It’s such a small community,” 
he said. “We’re beyond that - the 
idea that to be gay you have to be 
promiscuous.” 

Shockwaves’ coach Bayani con¬ 
firmed that flag football brings 
people together mostly for the 
sport. That includes Andy Choi, 
one of the team’s straight mem¬ 
bers. 

Choi played football as a cor- 
nerback in high school, with a lot 
of flag football afterward. After 
moving to the Bay Area four years 
ago, he was ap¬ 
proached by Shock- 
waves players while 
he was casually playing near 
team’s practice area at a 
local park. 

Choi said he didn’t realize 
that the team was most¬ 
ly gay. “I started pick¬ 
ing it up after a few 
weeks,” he said, after 
hearing some players 
jokingly refer to each 
other as “bottom” and “bitch.” 
He’s been playing for three years 
now and has learned more than a 
few things about gay slang. But he 
also learned that gay men who 
play flag football break stereo¬ 
types. 

For author Dan Boyle, the 
competitive, personal, and ro¬ 
mantic aspects of his years playing 
flag football inspired his novel, 
Huddle, about a fictional West 
Hollywood flag football team. 

Boyle’s novel includes players 
who face various dilemmas in 
their lives. A few of the characters 
who are teammates struggle with 
mutual attraction. Boyle said 
both friendship and romance can 
happen in a team sport, but 
agrees that there might be a self- 
imposed taboo among some ath¬ 
letes. 

“When I first started playing, a 
couple of guys were boyfriends,” 
he said. “It can have an impact on 
playing. Some might pick fa¬ 
vorites based on who they’re 
sleeping with.”

work and socializing with old 
friends, as the city is like “a second 
home” to her and the site of some 
of her first organizing. 

“The trip has been incredibly 
useful, and I’ve also had a good 
time. It feels very much like I’m 
catching up with family,” Mitchell 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

Since the rise of intersex ac¬ 
tivism - a very vocal movement 
consisting of many who say they 
are worse, not better, for enduring 
childhood procedures meant to 
ease the social discomfort of adults 
- some medical organizations have 
reversed their views on the bene¬ 
fits of early genital surgeries. 

At the HRC hearing last May, 
for instance, a University of Cali¬ 
fornia, San Francisco pediatrician 
testified that it was rare for un¬ 
necessary surgeries to be per¬ 
formed, and that his sense was 
that more and more institutions 
across the country had similar 
standards. 

But activists testified that the 
medical community’s definition 
of what is acceptable is quite dif¬ 
ferent from a patient’s experience. 
Surgeries do not have to be exten¬ 
sive to be unnecessary, they said, 
and interventions do not have to 
be surgical to be traumatic. As in¬ 
tersex children, they said, their 
lives were marred not by their 
conditions but by the shame and 
secrecy surrounding them. Every-

But Boyle said that more often 
on the playing field, “It’s about 
competition first. If anybody were 
attracted to someone on a Learn, 
they would not give them a break. 
When you play competitively, you 
don’t want to do anything to stop 
that.”

thing from excessive genital exams 
to unwanted and inappropriate 
hormonal treatments have fol¬ 
lowed many intersex people into 
adulthood. 

Cameron, for instance, who is 
housing Mitchell during her stay, 
says his activism is complemen¬ 
tary to hers in that his unwanted 
medical interventions occurred 
when he was older, and consisted 
not of surgery but of testosterone 
to make him more masculine 
(Cameron has Klinefelter’s syn¬ 
drome, a chromosomal makeup 
of XXY). Like Mitchell, he identi¬ 
fies as neither man nor woman, or 
sometimes, a mixture of both, and 
says he wishes his body had been 
allowed more freedom to reflect 
that reality. 

Further making use of her time 
here, Mitchell and Cameron, 
joined by other activists, gave a 
presentation to the HRC last week 
about non-binary genders. Within 
a legal framework that recognizes 
and protects the right to identify 
and live as either male or female, 
they explained, there is an emerg¬ 
ing population - from intersex as 
well as non-intersex communities 
- for which there are no protec¬ 
tions. 

Mitchell, who reclaimed her 
birth name as her middle name 
and sports a facial beard, claims a 
non-binary identity specifically to 
recognize that sex and gender are 
not always congruent, and that 
doctors did not surgically create a 
woman when they altered her cli¬ 
toris at the age of 8. 


The Intersex Society of North 
America and other advocates 
often point out that most of their 
members do have a firm gender 
identity in male or female cate¬ 
gories. This message keeps the ad¬ 
vocacy focused on stopping un¬ 
wanted medical procedures, as 
some worry that the concept of 
blurred gender lines could actual¬ 
ly further terrify hetero-normative 
parents into trying to “correct” 
their child. Yet many intersex ad¬ 
vocates agree that the roots of 
such interventions are homopho¬ 
bic, even if subconscious, in that 
success stories are defined by 
growing into a non-visibly-differ- 
ent person who can have hetero¬ 
sexual intercourse. 

One more thing on Mitchell’s 
San Francisco agenda is an educa¬ 
tional presentation to the psychol¬ 
ogy department of California Pa¬ 
cific Medical Center next week. A 
counselor herself, Mitchell said 
her activism and public education 
efforts are “a part of my own ther¬ 
apeutic journey,” and her focus is 
on improving the experience for 
intersex adults who seek profes¬ 
sional help. 

“I would like to develop a 
framework, to educate people so 
they can help adults deal with 
their childhood trauma,” she said. 

Mitchell said that re-focusing 
her anger and grief allows some¬ 
thing positive to come from her 
negative experiences. “We can’t 
change the past,” she said, “but we 
can certainly work toward chang¬ 
ing the future.” ▼ 
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Transgender poet to read in Berkeley

is colleagues have flogged 
thesauri to give Frank 
Paino’s poetry embarrass¬ 
ingly broad compliments and now 
Paino will give his first reading in 
seven years, and his first since 
transitioning from poet Frankie to 
poet Frank, at the University of 
California, Berkeley next week. 

Paino discussed by e-mail with 
the Bay Area Reporter the influ¬ 
ence and rejection of girlhood 
Catholicism, his work’s gothic mix 
of sex and spirituality, the evolu¬ 
tion of his craft, and his refresh¬ 
ingly brave, smooth, and speedy 
transition into himself. 

In girlhood Paino enjoyed lin¬ 
guistic rhythm and words’ multi¬ 
faceted interpretations. 

“It was natural for that to 
translate into my poetry in the 
sense that I have a marked ten¬ 
dency toward the lyrical,” he said. 
“I use words to help me paint the 
pictures I might otherwise pro¬ 
duce on canvas.” 

His poetry’s erotic, fatal, and 
ecclesiastical imagery represents 
the impact of hearing dramatic, 
romantic high Roman Catholic 
mythology in his formative years. 

“While I long ago rejected its 
teachings, I am, nevertheless, 
grateful for the grounding it gave 
me in all of those strange tales of 
saints, demons, sinners, and many 
of the biblical tales as well,” said 
Paino. 

“When you think about it, 
showing kids the figure of a bro¬ 
ken, bleeding, half-nude man on a 
cross is bound to make some sort 
of impression.” 

But, while the church censors 
or downplays its mix of blatant 
sexuality and the divine, Paino 
views them intertwined. 

“We are sexual and spiritual 
beings and a number of my 
poems try to point that out, to re¬ 
vise some of the myths with a 
view towards making the charac¬ 
ters more human and engaging 
rather than cold and unfeeling,” 
he said. 

He laid out the changes and 
challenges in his writing practice. 

“When I first started writing, 
before I really knew anything

about the craft of poetry, I would 
write four or five ‘things’ I thought 
were poems every day. I definitely 
had the ‘spontaneous overflow of 
powerful feelings’ down pat but I 
hadn’t the slightest grasp of what 
it means to ‘recollect in tranquili¬ 
ty’!” 

However, he studied the ins 
and outs of writing poetry with 
esteemed precursors while earn¬ 
ing a master’s of fine arts at Ver¬ 
mont College. 

In the 1990s Paino took a six- 
year hiatus from writing to care 
for his ailing mother and in No¬ 
vember 1997, underwent gender 
reassignment. 

On the common issue of pro¬ 
crastination, he said, “It seems any 
time I am going to sit down to 
start a poem I discover it’s terribly 
important for me to go clean up 
an oil stain in the driveway that’s 
been there for about a year. Or I 
need to clean the gutters.... Once 
I do get a poem going, however, I 
become completely absorbed in 
the work.” 

Paino went through hormone 
therapy and surgery in isolation, 
without even one fellow transman 
or woman in his town, much less a 
large local transgender communi¬ 
ty to support his transition. 

“I did get in touch with a few 
other guys on the Internet and 
they were very helpful in recom¬ 
mending surgeons, etc. One of 
them has become a good friend of 
mine,” he noted. 

After a complete deprivation of 


transman media representation, 
the motivated Paino got the ball 
rolling right away once he discov¬ 
ered the possibility of change in 
the summer of 1997, at age 37 
while viewing the trans documen¬ 
tary You Don’t Know Dick. 

“I was enthralled! Elated! 
There on the screen were all these 
guys who had once been trapped 
in the wrong body.” He found 
changing body configuration “ab¬ 
solutely amazing.” 

“I got on the Internet the mo¬ 
ment the show ended and started 
researching the process. I wanted 
to learn what I needed to do to get 
myself into the right body.” 

Within five months Paino had

rape her,” said Tina D’Elia, hate 
crime survivor counselor at Com¬ 
munity United Against Violence, 
referring to one of the victims. 
D’Elia was present in court on 
Monday, along with the Asian 
Women’s Shelter and victim wit¬ 
ness assistance program staff, the 
survivors’ friends and the defen¬ 
dant’s father and sister, when the 
survivors made their formal im¬ 
pact statements. 

“It was a very vicious and vio¬ 
lent attack. The emotional impact 
is still with them. They were shak¬ 
ing and crying,” D’Elia said, 
adding that Pink Saturday, the 
Dyke March, and he morning of 
Pride will always mark the an¬ 
niversary of the hate crime for 
them. 

Kirch’ner was also ordered to 
pay restitution for any medical 
bills the survivors incurred for 
physical injuries and time lost 
from work. 

One of the survivors, Cat Ste- 
vans, spoke with the B.A.R. this 
week. She suffered two black eyes, 
and a severely lacerated nose that 
required four stitches. 

“My whole face was swollen re¬ 
ally bad,” said Stevans. “There was 
blood everywhere.” 

“I wrote something out,” Ste¬ 
vans said of her impact statement. 
“I had to or I would have been a

“The first surgery was not real¬ 
ly incapacitating and I was able to 
walk around in the city for a few 
days. I was so impressed with the 
openness of the people as well as 
the beauty of the Bay Area.” 

With his self-described “an¬ 
drogynous” appearance and 
viewed as “masculine” by cowork¬ 
ers, Paino said his local communi¬ 
ty has responded with blase en¬ 
couragement. 

“A number of colleagues have 
told me they respect and admire 
my decision to transition. There 
have been ohe or two people who 
have had a negative reaction - but 


mess. I wanted it to be for the 
judge and Bryant to hear how he 
changed my life, how violating 
and humiliating it was.

“I don’t feel safe. I view things 
differently.

Ste¬ 
vans said. 

Kirchner had an opportunity 
at the October 25 hearing to make 
a statement but chose not to. 

“I don’t know if he would say 
he’s sorry,” said Stevans. “I think 
he just pled guilty to get out of jail. 
Yesterday was the finale. From 
June 27 until yesterday, it was 
hanging in the air. It’s closure, but 
it’s bittersweet. He’s out now. He 
has these things on his record.” 

D’Elia said there was a hero in 
the incident. 

“If it were not for the trans¬ 
gender male who was hit and re¬ 
strained the defendant until police 
arrived - that was how they ar¬ 
rested him on the spot - so we 
have a queer hero,” she said.

these are people I don’t even 
know.

based on gender identity or sexu¬ 
al orientation, or because he per¬ 
ceives that the victim has those 
characteristics. 

“We could have had him plead 
to a couple of felonies, but we felt 
it was important to show that hate 
crime was what motivated him, it 
closely represented his conduct,” 
said Barge. “He admitted the rea¬ 
son [for the assault] was to deprive 
them of their constitutional right.” 

The district attorney’s office 
said evidence in the case was 
strong. 

“Basically when someone plea- 
bargains the evidence is so strong 
that they don’t want to risk going 
to trial,” said Debbie Mesloh, Har¬ 
ris’s spokeswoman. “You’re saying 
‘I’m guilty, I accept these charges.’ 
Six months in jail is a pretty strict 
sentence for a first-time offense.” 

“It was a stupid 3 o’clock-in- 
the-morning thing,” said Barge. 
“Alcohol was involved. It was trag¬ 
ic for everyone involved.” 

Barge had praise for the defen¬ 
dant’s attorney, Cheryl Wallace. 

“I will say that she did every¬ 
thing a good defense attorney 
should,” said Barge. “She was 
probably instrumental in getting 
him into anger management.” 

Wallace did not return a call 
from the B.A.R. seeking comment; 
her office said it doesn’t respond 
to media requests. 

Four antigay hate crime cases 
are currently pending in the DA’s 
office, Mesloh said. ▼

than any other, second only to the 
main library. We could offer a fa¬ 
cility which would be more of an 
asset,” said Dufty. “It’s an under¬ 
utilized parcel.” 

The joint venture would also 
mean better access to both the li¬ 
brary and historical society’s 
archival materials. 

“The collection is so significant 
we want to have more people have 
access to it,” said Underwood. “We 
would have a significant portion 
of the Hormel Center moved 
from storage in the main library 
to the Eureka Valley library. It 
could include having a scholar 
study room where a person re¬ 
searching a person like Harvey 
Milk would have access to archival 
material right there and go up¬ 
stairs to view and access what the 
historical society has.” 

Better synergy? 

The venture could also create 
better synergy and increased co¬ 
operation between the historical 
society and the library. In the past, 
overlapping programs have 
bruised egos and caused friction 
between the two institutions. 

“When two organizations work 


closely together there is bound to be 
a little bit of friction,” said Kissack, 
who added that currently “the main 
library and society have a positive 
and productive relationship. That is 
what I think is so promising about 
what is being proposed.” 

In 2002 the historical society 
moved into a 7,500 square foot 
space on Mission Street in the 
Yerba Buena Arts District. The of¬ 
fices are equipped to allow for cli¬ 
mate control of the archives and 
the space has three exhibit areas. 
Its lease expires in 2006, at which 
time the new location in the Cas¬ 
tro could be nearing completion. 

A move into the library also has 
the potential to answer some of the 
society’s financial problems. In 
2003, due to the state’s economic 
downturn, the society lost a three- 
year operating grant from the Cal¬ 
ifornia State Library and slashed its 
budget from $320,000 to its cur¬ 
rent $160,000. Its executive direc¬ 
tor, Susan Stryker, resigned and the 
board eliminated several staff po¬ 
sitions. Kissack, who came on 
board this June, and another em¬ 
ployee work part-time to manage 
the day-to-day operations and rely 
on volunteers and board members. 

“I feel we have weathered the 
storm. The seas are still rough; I 
don’t want to say we are not with¬ 
out any challenges. The commit¬ 


ment of the board, staff, volun¬ 
teers, and our membership has 
been amazing and is the force 
which will carry us through,” said 
Kissack. “With a partnership be¬ 
tween a community-based orga¬ 
nization and a library, the poten¬ 
tial is enormous. Already our 
archives are used by scholars 
around the world. I can see that 
kind of programming, research, 
cultural production finding a 
much larger audience if we were 
able to partner with the library.” 

Board members and volun¬ 
teers agree and are excited about 
the potential a move to the Castro 
could hold. 

“It is something we are really 
excited about as a prospect, but ob¬ 
viously we are a long ways from 
signing on the dotted line,” said 
board member Don Romesburg. 
“We see ourselves as an underuti¬ 
lized and unique resource that 
right now has a really low visibility 
in the community. If we were able 
to have a location in the Castro like 
that it would attract traffic of 
tourists and many more locals than 
currently see the amazing archives 
and exhibits we have been putting 
on for the last 20 years,” he said. 

Added Nancy Norstad, a vol¬ 
unteer, “I think it is fabulous. It 
will be more accessible and more 
people will come to it.” ▼

James Whale's Bride of Frankenstein owes much to 
the filmmaker's gay sensibility, and features a queeny 
mad scientist. Harry Kumel's Daughters of Darkness 
centers on a pair of lesbian vampires. 


ere’s a pair of DVD releases especially for 
the Halloween season. These two horror 
classics have a definite queer slant! 


Bride of Frankenstein (1935) James 
Whale is regarded by film buffs as the greatest director 
ever to grace the horror genre. Whale made history by 
giving life to the Frankenstein Monster (Boris Karloff) 
and for being the first filmmaker in Hollywood to be 
blacklisted for being openly gay. 

Bride of Frankenstein is his masterpiece. A sequel of 
sorts to his ’31 classic Frankenstein, Bride owes more to 
Whale’s queer sensibility than to the earlier film, or to 
the Mary Shelley novel upon which the first film was 
based. 

The film opens in 1818, when we meet the Franken¬ 
stein author ( Elsa Lanchester, herself the real-life bride of 
gay actor Charles Laughton). It seems that Shelley’s story 
did not end where her book did, and she proceeds, amidst 
a raging storm, to tell the rest of the tale. 

The film’s story is simple. Henry Frankenstein (Colin 
Clive), newly married and trying to forget the creature he 
created in the previous film, finds that not only is his

H omosexuality usually rears its perplexing 
head in a film by Alexander Payne only to 
further complicate the lives of his already 
troubled protagonists. In Election (1999), a 
two-way race for student body president of 
an Omaha high school acquires a third candidate when 
the lesbian sister of the school’s popular quarterback 
decides to challenge him at the polls, in retaliation for 
his stealing her girlfriend. In Citizen Ruth (1996), Ruth 
(Laura Dern) finds her desire to have or not have her 
baby blocked by same-sex agendas involving pedophil¬ 
ia and lesbian goddess worship. In Payne’s new film 
Sideways, Payne and his writing partner Jim Taylor have 
developed an even more insidious homoerotic subtext 
to the travel plans of two middle-aged men who are al¬ 
most drowning in wine and women. 

In an astonishing, Oscar-worthy performance by 
veteran character actor Paul Giamatti, Miles is a mo¬ 
rose elementary school English teacher who has tied 
what remains of his ego and self-respect to the publi¬ 
cation of an overly long, autobiographical novel with 
the slightly risible allegorical title The Day After Yester¬ 
day. “You mean today?” a potential girlfriend asks, 
meaning to be helpful.

MAkKgr & CASTRO

n Undertow, a feverish, almost 
Gothic thriller that should 
gather new fans to the cinema 
of director David Gordon Green, 
a hot-blooded teenager, Chris 
Munn (Jamie Bell), is running 
away from the consequences of his 
own impetuosity. Leaping from a 
bridge to avoid the fury of a red¬ 
neck father’s shotgun and mean 
hounddog, the boy’s bare foot is 
punctured by a rusty nail. Now, if 
Mel Gibson only had Southern 
boy Green’s sense that crucifixion 
is a drug best taken in small doses, 
I might have gotten down with 
The Passion of Christ. 

Green’s three films ( George 
Washington, All the Real Girls, Un¬ 
dertow) are an antidote to every¬ 
thing Hollywood turned out in 
the ’90s, which, unlike that nail in 
a 17-year-old foot, is no accident. 

In person, Green is as unpre¬ 
tentious as the T-shirted boys who 
populated fellow Texan Richard 
Linklater’s Slacker: boys who look 
like they cut their own hair, every 
five years or so. On the day we 
meet, Green’s burgundy shirt 
matches his reddish-brown, 
shoulder-length hair. Boyish 
enough to be perpetually carded 
for smokes and beers, Green con¬ 
fesses a lifetime love affair with the 
cinema poetry of Terrence Malick 
(especially Days of Heaven ) and 
junk TV. Undertow can be read as 
an upscale Dukes of Hazzard. He 
claims to have read only three 
novels all the way through. One of 
them, A Confederacy of Dunces, 
he’ll be shooting soon. The spirit 
of another, Huckleberry Finn, per¬ 
vades every moment of his work. 

Born in Arkansas, raised in the 
bland suburbs of Northeast Dal¬ 
las, Green developed a taste early 
on for the city’s industrial scar: the 
fast-food joints, X-rated book¬ 
stores, Mexican restaurants and 
detritus that make Dallas’ Harry 
Hines Blvd. feel like Eminem’s 
home-turf on Detroit’s seedy 
Eight Mile Rd. 

Green grew up stimulated by 
friendships formed across racial 
and cultural lines. As one critic 
has noted of George Washington, 
in Green’s world, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing to find a 26-year-old white guy 
trading love stories with a 13- 
year-old black kid. 

Real pains 

Remember, we still have that 
17-year-old boy hanging around 
with a nail in his foot. The gory 
scene, filmed so vividly it’s hard to 
sit through, was designed to 
jumpstart the film. “I’ve had that 
happen, and it didn’t feel good,” 
Green says in an accent he de¬ 
scribes as pure mutt: part 
Arkansas, part Texas, part North 
Carolina, where he went to film 
school, and part Georgia, where 
he shot Undertow. 

“I’m really interested in very 
unremarkable pains. It’s not su¬ 
pernatural, it’s just a nail in the

floor in your foot. It breaks the 
skin, and it hurts. I’m more inter¬ 
ested in that sense of pain and 
horror than I am in Freddie, with 
his burnt face and his five fingers.” 

Undertow was designed to give 
audiences a superheated action 
film that avoids the Hollywood 
cliches of porno violence, as op¬ 
posed to the sweaty, awkward 
kind of physical action that leaves 
a big impression on growing boys. 
“I’ve been involved in fights, and 
when you hit somebody, it hurts 
your fist.” 

Green hired actors with repu¬ 
tations, then confounded audi¬ 
ence’s expectations of them. Josh 
Lucas plays the bad-seed uncle 
who detonates the life of his 
farmer brother (Dermot Mul- 
roney), who’s trying to raise two 
sons, the teenage Chris (Bell) and 
his skinny-waif younger brother 
(amazing newcomer Devon Alan). 

“When I met with Josh Lucas, I 
wanted to bring the other side of 
his character out, to put brown 
contacts over those pretty blue 
eyes and have him be the horrific 
opposite of what he’d done before. 
Not the funny, charming South¬ 
ern guy, but a guy who could slit 
your throat. 

“Jamie Bell, I really admired 
his performance in Billy Elliot, the 
physicality and the emotional 
range and depth. When it came to 
cast this movie, I was looking for 
the Southern version of that kid 
until I decided to go to London 
and meet the real deal. There was 
no question: he’d grown up a little 
bit, and was looking to put the 
toe-shoes away, and get a nail 
through his foot.” 

Green’s films portray how 
young men act in packs and poss¬ 
es. So far, the only hint of a queer 
subtext has come in a throwaway 
line or physical gesture. 

“That’s a fascinating subject. In 
some of the most redneck, racist, 
hardcore Southern living environ¬ 
ments I’ve been in, there’s this 
rooted, almost homosexual ten¬ 
sion in relationships with these 
guys. It’s just like who’s got the 
biggest cock, who’s sucking in 
their chest, and who’s ready to 
take their shirt off to fight. It’s that 
kind of weird exploration of mas¬ 
culinity that I’m interested in. A 
lot of it’s just insecurity that a lot 


of guys have with their own mas¬ 
culinity.” 

Green is putting the finishing 
touches on a script called Goat, in 
which fratboys haze pledges, in¬ 
cluding sexually. He says he’s 
going to try and be frank, go for 
some male-on-male erotic con¬ 
tact.

There 
are certainly some homosexual 
overtones throughout the movie. 
Honestly, I want it to be as aggres¬ 
sive and as eye-opening as it 
should be.”

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Gifted jazz artist, solo on the keys 

Brad Mehldau remains true to his roots in SF Jazz appearance

ianist Brad Mehldau’s SF 
• Jazz concert at the Palace of 
Fine Arts Theatre last Fri¬ 
day made it official: at only 34, he 
has already achieved the star sta¬ 
tus and fan base of a much older 
artist. With an intense and gener¬ 
ous two-hour set, he also proved 
the extravagant press surrounding 
his young career is deserved and 
mostly unexaggerated. 

He has a true touch of genius, 
and it was on ample display for 
the large and appreciative crowd. 
He received the kind of respectful 


attention and grateful ovation that 
is usually reserved for classical 
soloists. It was thoroughly appro¬ 
priate, even in the context of a jazz 
festival. 

Mehldau is a serious musician, 
obviously grounded by a solid and 
disciplined early training. His su¬ 
perior technique allows him the 
security to devise some of the 
most dazzling improvisations I 
have heard since Keith Jarrett first 
stunned the jazz world in the mid- 
70s. 

Teachers like Kenny Werner, 
Junior Mance and the quietly su¬ 
perb Fred Hersch have strength¬ 
ened his jazz chops, but Mehldau

remains true to his roots, some¬ 
times frustratingly so. There are 
times when I would like him to 
cut crazy loose and maybe even 
risk an ugly dissonance or ragged 
edge. His facility and control are 
so awesome, he doesn’t need to 
forever rein himself in. 

On a bare stage, dressed in 
black and softly illuminated, 
Mehldau opened with a quiet 
Lennon & McCartney song. Slow¬ 
ly moving into a deep and charac¬ 
teristic meditation, he provided a 
gentle introduction to an evening 
that would eventually run the 
gamut of emotions, and practical¬ 
ly chart the entire history of West¬ 
ern music. 

There were no missteps in the 
varied playlist. The arch of the 
performance was thoughtfully 
modulated, and Mehldau helpful¬ 
ly gave us the courtesy of naming 
the compositions after he played 
them. 

The major highlights came 
from the songs of Radiohead. 
Simple statements of the tunes 
were deconstructed with ever- 
widening explorations. Monu¬ 
mental ostinatos supported frag¬ 
mented shards of everything from 
Brahms to Rhythm & Blues. 

Swing line 

Mehldau can swing when he

wants to, but he rarely gets too 
down or dirty. His innate sense of 
good taste avoids the funkiness 
that used to inform some of Jar- 
rett’s inspired inventions. Still, he 
manages some credible Gospel 
and stride licks now and then, and 
if they seem more clever than 
heartfelt, I don’t doubt his sincer¬ 
ity. 

Mehldau’s soul is more appar¬ 
ent in his own compositions. He 
was sparing with them on Friday, 
but they are where his feelings re¬ 
ally transcend his intellect. Fold¬ 


ing one of them into a medley 
with a song by Antonio Carlos 
Jobim granted a gemlike insight to 
his personality. 

Sometimes Mehldau starts in 
left field and then backs into a rec¬ 
ognizable melody. More often, he 
employs a sonata-like form: a 
statement of theme goes to varia¬ 
tions, and then returns to Earth 
again. 

He can also treat a song with 
the utmost tenderness. His lovely 
“On the Street Where You Live” by 
Lerner & Loewe was performed 
almost unadorned in a simple, el¬ 
egant arrangement that was quite 
touching. 

It must have been an exhaust¬ 
ing evening for Mehldau, but he 
seemed calm and pleased when he 
finished. His humility at the priv¬ 
ilege of appearing in a festival 
with so many other gifted artists 
was a gracious testament to his 
own remarkable talent. There is 
little doubt of his right to be 
among their ranks. 

Cuban pianist Gonzalo Rubal- 
caba is appearing at the Herbst 
Theatre Friday, Nov. 5, with his 
Trio. Like Mehldau, he is a bril¬ 
liant improviser with an almost 
mystical voice, but he is slightly 
more earthy and raw. The SF Jazz 
Festival is giving piano freaks an 
uncommonly good season. T 


‘Sentimental’ journey 

SF Symphony tackles John Adams work

he first San Francisco Sym- 
i phony performances of two 
major modern works made 
Davies Hall the place to be for 
music-lovers during the past fort¬ 
night. In both instances, it was a 
case of better late than never. 

John Adams is an American 
based in Berkeley, and arguably 
the most respected and innovative 
writer of his generation. As former 
composer-in-residence and au¬ 
thor of two wildly successful com¬ 
missions for the SFS, he has grace¬ 
fully matured since his start as a 
charter member of the Minimal¬ 
ist movement. 

If anything, he is a Maximalist 
these days. Operas, oratorios and a 
dizzying array of chamber and 
symphonic works have been 
steadily evolving into an instantly 
recognizable personal style. 

He has retained his most no¬ 
table virtues, too. There is a wit 
and user-friendliness to even his 
most ambitious scores, and his gift 
for shimmering and evocative or¬ 
chestrations remains unique. 

The recent debut of Adams’ 
Naive and Sentimental Music 
might have proved a bigger event 
had it not premiered in Los Ange¬ 
les five years ago. Dedicated to the 
LA Philharmonic’s Esa-Pekka Sa¬ 
lonen, the huge piece was recorded 
by them, and is already known to 
most Adams fans. It is also unchar¬ 
acteristically complicated com¬ 
pared to most of his other works. 

Guest conductor Alan Gilbert 
has the necessary credentials for 
tackling such an endeavor, and he 
made all 50 minutes count. He 
could not convince me, however, 
that this might not be the first 
Adams piece to require a little 
pruning. It is a symphony of

tremendous weight, jam-packed 
with interesting ideas. It is also 
bulky, and becomes ponderous at 
times. 

The composer must have real¬ 
ized there might be some confu¬ 
sion. He made a speech before the 
performance, but despite his 
pleasant explanation, he went on 
too long. It only signaled possible 
problems. 

A jaunty pop-inflected open¬ 
ing tune suggests an optimistic 
hero embarking on an adventure. 
That much is clear. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, Adams lets his story meander. 
His models may be the likes of 
Sibelius and Bruckner, but the re¬ 
sults lack the clarity of the former 
and the architecture of the latter. 

The slow movement is typical¬ 
ly transparent, and the use of a 
steel-string guitar adds color to 
the string writing. The final sec¬ 
tion is dense but readily under¬ 
standable, in a reversion to more 
Minimalist style. The overwhelm¬ 
ing effect of the whole orchestra 
playing full-throttle is thrilling. 

Naive and Sentimental Music is 


undeniably impressive, though re¬ 
peated listening to the disc and the 
live performance have not altered 
my opinion. I think it would ben¬ 
efit from editing. 

The audience responded en¬ 
thusiastically. I suspect they were 
feeling some gratitude. They had 
listened with courtesy, and now 
Midori’s rendition of the 
Beethoven Violin Concerto, after 
intermission, moved closer. That 
probably explained why there 
were so many empty seats during 
the first half. 

Midori’s performance was pre¬ 
dictably accomplished, and I have 
always marveled at her strong 
tone and flawless technique, but it 
was Adams’ opus that was on my 
mind in the days that followed. 

Spring time 

The week before, Benjamin 
Britten’s big, bright and infectious 
Spring Symphony finally got a 
hearing at the SFS. Conductor 
Robert Spano led the orchestra, 
Symphony Chorus, Pacific Boy- 
choir and San Francisco Girls 
Chorus in a sparkling presenta¬ 
tion. 

More of a cantata than any¬ 
thing else, with three soloists join¬ 
ing the choristers in an assort¬ 
ment of texts, the work is a true 
symphony in form only. The com¬ 
poser’s wonderful sense of pacing 
and theatrical flair combine for a 
most delightful experience. 

The performance was handled 
with relish, and the SFS Chorus 
came close to stealing the show yet 
again. There was some worry that 
the show might not go on at all. A 
temporary breakdown in contract 
negotiations with Union singers 
was making everyone nervous. Let 
us hope for a satisfying outcome. 
The Chorus is a treasure worthy of 
fair consideration. ▼

‘White Christmas’ 


Director Walter Bobbie brings film to stage

an we soon add White 
Christmas to the list of such 
holiday perennials as A 
Christmas Carol, The Nutcracker, 
and The Messiah? A Broadway 
team is hoping that a new stage 
adaptation of the 1954 movie will 
eventually spread out across the 
land, and San Francisco audiences 
will be monitored for their holi¬ 
day-cheer levels after seeing the 
show at the Curran during its 
seven-week run beginning Nov. 3. 

“If we find that we have really 
created something that is of inter¬ 
est to an audience,” said director 
Walter Bobbie, “then we’ll figure 
out the next part. There’s a lot of 
interest in the show as a Seasonal 
event in many places. Maybe we’ll 
franchise it. We just don’t know 
yet.” 

Bobbie, whose career skyrock¬ 
eted after directing the revival of 
Chicago, knows that adapting a 
well-known movie for the stage is 
not without peril. Consider the 
Broadway fates of Singin in the 
Rain, Saturday Night Fever, and 
Urban Cowboy. And Bobbie him¬ 
self directed the unsuccessful stage 
version of Footloose. 

“It’s difficult,” he said of the 
screen-to-stage process. “People 
come in with certain expectations. 
But if you worry about every¬ 
thing, you’ll never get anything 
done. And the opportunity to get 
Irving Berlin music on the stage, 
especially during the holidays, is 
not an opportunity you turn 
down easily.” 

The production is expanding 
the film score with additional 
Berlin songs to help tell the story 
of a couple of Army buddies who 
put on a show to save 
their former command¬ 
ing officer from ruin. He 
now runs an inn in Ver¬ 
mont, where a lack of 
snow means a lack of 
customers. 

In the movie, Bing 
Crosby and Danny Kaye 
played the buddies, 
and Rosemary 
Clooney and Vera- 
Ellen were the 
women in their lives. At 
the Curran, it will be Brian d’Arcy 
James, Jeffry Denman, Anastasia 
Barzee, and Bay Area actress 
Meredith Patterson in these roles. 
Charles Dean, another Bay Area 
actor, plays the general-turned- 
innkeeper. 

“I think San Francisco has a 
smart and sophisticated theater 
audience that seems to be open to 
new things,” Bobbie said. “And 
once we knew we were going 
there, I thought we should really 
try to find some local people to be 
a part of the show. I wanted a 
sense that this wasn’t just a bunch 
of New Yorkers coming in and 
trying out their show.” 

White Christmas was first put 
on the stage in 2000 as a summer 
attraction at an outdoor am¬ 
phitheater in St. Louis. Playwright 
David Ives, best know for All in the 
Timing, used the St. Louis adapta¬ 
tion as the basis of his consider¬ 
ably reworked version. 

“The movie is actually a very 
difficult thing to adapt,” Bobbie 
said. “The film starts in a war 
zone, and then jumps all over the

place before landing in Vermont. 
I’m happy with the way that 
David has honored the film and 
all of the significant events, but 
has somehow allowed it to have a 
smarter motor.” 

The story, Bobbie said, has a 
human rather than religious 
theme, despite the 
Christian holiday men¬ 
tioned in the title. “I 
think the great Christ¬ 
mas stories, other than 
the birth of Christ, have 
very little to do with re¬ 
ligion. Christmas 
brings out the best in 
people, whoever 
they are. There is 
no gratuitous na¬ 
tivity scene.” 

Bobbie has worn many theatri¬ 
cal hats since arriving in New York 
at the start of the 1970s. “I did five 
Broadway shows as an actor in the 
first two years that I was there. I 
was in the original cast of Grease. 
I’ve never had to be a waiter.” 

Playwright Christopher Du- 
rang gave him his start as a direc¬ 
tor, and he drew major attention 
for the Rodgers and Hammerstein 
revue A Grand Night for Singing. 
He cemented his directing career 
when he became artistic director 
of Encores!, the series that presents 
staged concerts of seldom-seen 
musicals. It was there that he first 
directed Chicago, and he contin¬ 
ued with it to Broadway, where it 
is still running after eight years. 

“It changed my life,” said Bob¬ 
bie, who lives in New York with 
his partner of 14 years, David 
Frye, a tenor with the Metropoli¬ 
tan Opera. “I have a real life out¬ 
side the theater,” Bobbie said. 

He goes directly from White 
Christmas to the much-delayed 
revival of Sweet Charity, now star¬ 
ring Christina Applegate. There 
was so much uncertainty about 


the production that the SF Best of 
Broadway series finally scrapped 
plans to bring it here. “I’m disap¬ 
pointed about that,” Bobbie said. 

But he still has one show com¬ 
ing to San Francisco and another 
headed to Broadway. Meanwhile, 
he occasionally shows up on One 
Life to Live, as a character given to 
dastardly deeds. “I used to think, 
‘Can I ever act again if I start di¬ 
recting?’ But I decided, ‘Whatever 
comes up,next, that’s what I’ll 
think about.’ I feel very privileged 
that I’ve had all of these opportu¬ 
nities at such a wonderful level.” 

Short scenes 

• Old love, new love, true love, 
and some love of the cheating 
kind are among the themes ex¬ 
plored in Significant Others, a col¬ 
lection of five short plays about 
gay romance beginning perfor¬ 
mances Nov. 5 at the New Conser¬ 
vatory Theatre Center.

• Theatre Rhino is reviving 
Terry Baum’s Two Fools, first seen 
in 1996 and made newly timely by 
the gay-marriage debate. In the 
comedy opening this week, cul¬ 
tural and personal differences, not 
to mention the INS, rear their 
heads as a Costa Rican and an 
American lesbian try to set up 
housekeeping in San Francisco.

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Mark Morris strikes out 

Weird West Coast premiere at UC Berkeley

’m constantly being asked by 
- dance fans, “Why is Mark 
111 Morris considered so musi¬ 
cal?” And I always answer with the 
following story. When Cal Perfor¬ 
mances presented Morris’ emo¬ 
tionally scary The Office a few 
years ago, I went to Tower Records 
to get a CD of Dvorak’s Bagatelles, 
a piece of music I’d never heard 
before. The clerk fixed me with an 
odd look and asked, “What is 
going on? You’re the third person 
to buy that music this week.” 

What was going on was Mor¬ 
ris’ musicality, not just his ability 
to set movement to music in a ki¬ 
netic, thrilling manner, but his 
ability to choose music in the first 
place that is exalted by his chore¬ 



ography. From Bach and Handel 
to Lou Harrison and Henry Cow¬ 
ell, Morris’ musical choices have 
seemed not only appropriate but 
inspired. Until now. The first week 
of the annual Mark Morris Dance 
Group residency at UC Berkeley 
produced an old favorite, Cowell’s 
Mosaic & United, beautifully 
danced and played in all its mi- 
crotonal splendor by members of 
the MMDG Music Ensemble. 

On the other hand, the West 
Coast premiere of Violet Cavern, 
with a commissioned score by Nu 
Jazz trio The Bad Plus, produced 
not only a headache (they are am¬ 
plified) but the jaw-dropping re¬ 
alization that, for the first time 
since I’ve been watching Morris 
make dances, he’s made one that 
is flat-out pretentious. What does 
the title refer to? A woman’s pri¬ 
vate parts? A Korean karaoke bar? 
Or just a clever phrase as mean¬ 
ingless and dreary as the 45- 
minute work itself? 

Morris hates it when you try to 
find “meaning” in his work, but it 
is there 99% of the time. It’s sub¬ 
tle, it isn’t written in stone, but a 
Morris dance usually ignites not 
only your feet and groin, but your 
brain. In this case, groin never en¬ 
gaged; feet had to wait until the 
last 15 minutes, when the dancers 
stopped lounging about in fash¬ 
ionable, angst-ridden poses and 


got up off the mat to dance, fer 
crissakes; but the brain Was 
pounded, assaulted and raped by 
the worst original score ever set by 
a major musical choreographer. 

Violet Cavern was received by 
the UC audience with rock-con¬ 
cert cheers and whoops. I don’t 
like to play the generation card, 
especially since I grew up with 
rock ’n’ roll and still love the old 
bands, but this group sounds as if 
it is deliberately pandering to 
youth. They are loud, with a 
manic, amplified drummer who 
nearly drove my disgruntled com¬ 
panion from her seat. And she’s a 
Mark Morris idolater. 

Loyal flush 

It wasn’t until the next morn¬ 
ing when, searching frantically 
through the press materials for an 
anchor of some kind, I realized 
that The Bad Plus’ pianist was 
Ethan Iverson, formerly Morris’ 
music director. That explains a lot. 
Morris is a loyal colleague, and, 
like his ex-boss, Iverson is some¬ 


thing of a genius, still in his 30s 
and able to play any kind of music 
convincingly, as well as arrange 
and compose. The other two guys 
are bassist Reid Anderson and 
percussionist David King. 

The Bad Plus has released two 
CDs and got reviews from raves to 
this negative rant from critic Bill 
Milkowski that sums up my feel¬ 
ings exactly; “Never before in the 
history of jazz (or even pseudo¬ 
jazz) has a band played so little so 
loud for so many and gotten so 
much — hype, that is.” From the 
slow-pounding piano intro to the 
amplified drum climax about 10 
minutes into the piece, the 
dancers spent most of the time re¬ 
cumbent. Ennui seemed to be the 
order of the day. If only Morris 
had done something unusual with 
these unpleasant noises, Violet 
Cavern’s first half-hour wouldn’t 
have felt so much like Merce Cun¬ 
ningham droppings. As much as I 
loathed John Cage’s so-called 
dance scores, I’d have 10 times 
rather listened to two hours of

Canfield than 45 minutes of The 
Bad Plus. 

It was so difficult to watch “the 
dance” with that infernal noise 
going on, at least until Morris got 
everybody on their feet and mov¬ 
ing, that I have few visual impres¬ 
sions. One that stuck, and seems 
the motto gesture, was a repeated 
promenade by an upright dancer 
holding the arms of two others 
scooting flat on their backs on ei¬ 
ther side of him. The recumbent 
dancers seem like an airport peo¬ 
ple-mover on which the upright 
dancer was gliding. Very clever, 
very arresting, but hardly enough 
to carry 45 minutes of The Bad 
Plus. T 


Trojan horse opera 

Debunking 'Les Troyens' myths on DVD

H n 1858, just after he finished 
p his monumental Les Troyens, 
1 composer Hector Berlioz 
wrote: “It matters little what hap¬ 
pens to the work, whether it is 
ever performed or not. My musi¬ 
cal and Virgilian passion will have 
been satisfied.” 

Prophetic as ever, Berlioz heard 
only a truncated, badly performed 
version of the last three acts of this 
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five-act tragedie lyrique based on 
Virgil’s Aeneid. He never heard the 
first two acts at all; the complete 
opera was first performed over 
two evenings in Karlsruhe in 1890. 
These circumstances, basically fi¬ 
nancial rather than artistic, gave 
rise to some myths about Les 
Troyens which finally died as a re¬ 
sult of the Berlioz bicentennial 
year of 2003. 

A new DVD of the complete 
opera from Paris’ Theatre du 
Chatelet, with a major interna¬ 
tional cast and a “period” instru¬ 
ment orchestra conducted by 
John Eliot Gardiner, may be the 
most important operatic docu¬ 
ment in years because it shatters 
two of the most pervasive Troyens 
myths. The complete five-act 
opera is not impossibly long; it is 
just over four hours. And it is not 
divided into two parts; a weak, 
shorter prologue in Troy and a 
longer “real” opera in Carthage; in 
fact, both parts are approximately 
the same length and, at least as 
seen in this performance, the Tro¬ 
jan section is every bit as powerful 
as the Carthaginian one. 

San Franciscans should be in¬ 
terested in this Parisian presenta¬ 
tion because when she first arrived 
here, Pamela Rosenberg an¬ 
nounced that Les Troyens was her 
favorite opera and that she would 
stage the full, five-act form. The 
work had been presented at SFO in 
1966 and ’68, with Regine Crespin 
as both Cassandre and Didon, ne¬ 
cessitating — or least justifying — 
severe cuts to the first two acts. 
Troyens has now been postponed 
until the 2007-08 SFO season, after 
Rosenberg departs, though she will 
cast it before she leaves. Alice Coote 
is rumored to be the Didon. 

The presence of Crespin, a 
great, impassioned singing-ac¬ 
tress, is what made the first SFO 
presentations work. Luckily, this 
Paris performance also has a diva, 
not as Didon, but as Cassandre, to 
remind us that Berlioz did not 
ever write inconsequential music. 
Anna Caterina Antonacci sang 
only once at SFO, in the summer 
Rossini Festival of 1992. She was 



unsettled then as to whether so¬ 
prano or mezzo-soprano was her 
true vocal metier. 

A dozen years later, she’s 
stopped struggling with that, and 
become instead a magnificent 
tragedienne, in the manner of 
Anna Magnani or Jeanne Moreau. 
Beautiful, statuesque, fluid of 
movement, impassioned of ex¬ 
pression, yet singing as well as I’ve 
ever heard her, her Cassandre is 
heroically mesmerizing. This is 
the woman who can predict the 
future, but has been cursed so that 
nobody believes her predictions. 


Gut busting 

Antonacci dominates the first 
two acts so powerfully that she 
overshadows the excellent perfor¬ 
mance in Carthage, with Susan 
Graham as Didon and Gregory 
Kunde as Enee. These two Ameri¬ 
cans are handsome, graceful on 
stage, and sincerely committed to 
their roles. They sing their gut- 
busting parts with stamina, atten¬ 
tion to musical detail and good 
French diction, but they are clear¬ 
ly opera singers, whereas An¬ 
tonacci is Cassandre. It’s a subtle 
difference, highlighted when Gar¬ 
diner performs the “original” fi¬ 
nale in which Cassandre returns at 
the very end to prophesize once 
more. If you need further confir¬ 
mation, Antonacci easily gets the 
biggest, most prolonged ovation. 
French opera-lovers are not fools.

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Conspiracy theory 

'The Manchurian Candidate' at the Castro Theatre

irector John Frankenheimer 
and screenwriter George 
Axelrod purchased the 
rights to Richard Condon’s novel 
The Manchurian Candidate for a 
song, because the idea of making a 
film out of a book that posited the 
conspiracy of all conspiracies — a 
Russian/Chinese Communist plot 
to assassinate an American Presi¬ 
dential candidate, engineered in 
collaboration with a Joe Mc- 
Carthy-style right-wing Senator 
and his Lady Macbeth of a wife — 
seemed too preposterous and risky 
for Hollywood, which hadn’t yet 
ended the blacklist. But through 


the grapevine, the filmmakers 
heard that Frank Sinatra wanted to 
play Major Bennett Marco in the 
worst way. The Manchurian Can¬ 
didate (1962) plays the Castro 
Theatre Oct. 31-Nov. 3. 

Major Marco, arguably the 
singer’s best role in a nonmusical 
film, in a funny way mirrored 
Sinatra’s own image. Marco is an 
American tough guy who is care¬ 
ful not to let you see his tender 
side. Like John Wayne, Sinatra 
never saw real combat, but he pro¬ 
jected an image that transcended 
that of the guys who actually 
fought. 

The film’s main theme is that 
America’s almost psychotic reac¬ 
tion to Communism was based at 


least in part on deeply felt sexual 
anxieties. A telling scene has 
Major Marco fighting a Korean 
manservant (Henry Silva) in an 
apartment-wrecking karate 
match. What may have been the 
first martial arts scene in a Holly¬ 
wood film later inspired a lunatic 
parody in The Pink Panther senes. 

Before feminism and gay liber¬ 
ation, conservative cultural critics 
used to warn that American men 
were being emasculated by 
“Momism.” The Manchurian Can¬ 
didate is an X-ray of the worst 
possible mother-son relationship, 
showcasing two career perfor¬ 
mances: Lawrence Harvey as the 
arrogant Raymond Shaw, and An¬ 
gela Lansbury as Raymond’s cas¬ 


trating mom. One cannot say 
enough about Lansbury’s riveting 
creation of the woman behind the 
throne, who pushes her men over 
the brink. Particularly hilarious 
and timely is a scene where Lans¬ 
bury bullies her hubby Senator 
(James Gregory as a right-wing 
“empty suit”) at the dinner table, 
providing the original model for 
the “ketchup lady.” 

Sinatra had been a real-life 
friend to John F. Kennedy; the film 
hit theaters just as Kennedy con¬ 
fronted the Cuban Missile Crisis. 
A year later, Kennedy’s assassina¬ 
tion would cause Americans to see 
Raymond Shaws lurking every¬ 
where. No conspiracy was 
unimaginable. T

and to add to his humiliation, is 
having that man’s child. On the 
eve of what he fears will be the 
final rejection of his novel, Miles 
agrees to join his one-time college 
buddy Jack (veteran TV actor 
Thomas Haden Church is brilliant 
in a comic sidekick role that 15 
years ago would have had Nick 
Nolte’s name all over it) for a trip 
through the wine country near 
Santa Barbara. Miles is looking 
forward to a little golf and the 
chance to lord it over Jack in 
wine-tasting rooms. 

Girl magnet 

Jack, about to marry the rather 

dull daughter of a wealthy Ar¬ 


menian immigrant, has other 
plans. Eleven years removed from 
the days when he played a horny 
young doctor on a popular TV 
soap, Jack is still a formidable girl 
magnet, a skill he tries to share 
with Miles. Payne explains that he 
and Taylor, trying to be faithful to 
the spirit of Rex Pickett’s comic 
novel, decided to give the boys a 
motel bedroom scene where Jack 
playfully wrestles Miles into an 
admission about whether he’s got¬ 
ten it on with the pretty waitress 
Maya (Virginia Madsen). 

“It’s in there as a gag. Obvious¬ 
ly these are two straight men who 
can’t fuck each other, but there’s a 
level on which they want to. So 
when Jack says to Miles, “I’m going 
to get laid before I get married, 
Saturday. Do you get me?’ Miles 
balks at that and Jack says, ‘No, no.

Yet the rest of the production is 
very pleasing. Though Greek di¬ 
rector-designer Yannis Kokkos 
throws in a few sops to current 
European operatic taste — time¬ 
less costumes with occasional 
camouflage and trenchcoats — his 
colors are attractive, and the cloth¬ 
ing flatters the singers, especially 
the chorus, which often looks ter¬ 
rible in these quasi-modern stag¬ 
ings. I couldn’t quite figure out the 
set. It seems to be a flat forestage 
with a large mirror that reflects at 
an angle upstage, making the 
crowd scenes seethe with physical 
movement. The Trojan horse’s 
huge head breaks through the up¬ 
stage mirror. 

Kokkos manages the high con¬ 
trasts on stage — violent war 
scenes next to pastorale serenity 


— as cleverly as Gardiner does in 
the pit. The narrow-bore brass, 
period timpani and gut strings of 
the Orchestre Revolutionniare et 
Romantique add a fresh aurtil 
quality to Berlioz’s High Romantic 
concept. Richard Springer’s chore¬ 
ography is lyrically unobtrusive, 
with naked-to-the-waist Trojan • 
gymnasts cavorting in the first act. 

Give the Chatelet credit for not 
stinting on the supporting cast, 
including Laurent Naouri (Nar- 
bal) and Ludovic Tezier 
(Chorebe), two of France’s sexiest 
baritones, and tenors Mark Pad- 
more and Topi Lehtipuu in the 
two gorgeous tenor solos for Iopas 
and Hylas. This BBC-Opus Arte 
DVD (3 discs; 5 hrs., 12 mins.) 
also includes an illuminating, 
hour-long documentary by Rain¬ 
er Moritz on The Trojans, a Mas¬ 
terpiece Revisited. It’s going to be a 
long wait until the 2007-08 SFO 
season. ▼ 



This is something we should 
share.’ Since they can’t have sex 
with each other, men bond by hav¬ 
ing sex with a woman and talking 
about that experience.” 

Paul Giamatti got rave notices 
for his slump-shouldered portray¬ 
al of the sad-sack cartoonist Har¬ 
vey Pekar in American Splendor. 
With Miles, he provides more nu¬ 
ance to a character who has de¬ 
voted much of his life to spitting 
in the wind. At first, you wonder 
how Miles and Jack ever met. 

“We were freshman room¬ 
mates at San Diego State,” Miles 
confides to Maya during a long, 
soulful conversation on how good 
wines age like people. Maya, more 
poet than wine snob, has a line 


that will be quoted in reviews 
from coast to coast. “A bottle of 
wine is actually alive — it’s con¬ 
stantly evolving and gaining com¬ 
plexity. That is, until it peaks — 
like your ’61 — and begins its 
steady, inevitable decline. And it 
tastes so fucking good.” 

Miles’ body language improves 
only when he’s fingering a wine 
glass as if it were a women’s body 
part and issuing reviews like, 
“Tight as a nun’s ass!” 

Hole in one 

Payne admits that directing 
Sideways forced him to endure 
prodigious amounts of wine and 
golf. He still hates golf and pro¬ 
vides a couple of Caddyshack- 


quality golf jokes as his revenge. 

Unlike so many contemporary 
comedies, Sideways doesn’t lose its 
sense of humor in the third act, a 
scene that involves raunchy sex 
and a satirical swipe at Bush and 
Rumsfeld. Over-the-top humor 

a man pouring the contents of 
a wine-spitting mug over his head 
'— is balanced with the bittersweet 
— the same man sneaking a sip of 
his prized bottle of ’61 under the 
table at a fast-food restaurant. 

Finally, this is an adult comedy 
about male friendship. In a classic 
scene, as four people are enjoying 
a robust meal with their wine, a 
buddy thinks to ask his sodden 
friend, “You didn’t drink and dial? 
Don’t go over to the dark side.” ▼

die age and midlife crisis, mad¬ 
ness, addiction and isolation. 

Almond’s recent releases in¬ 
clude a three-year project, Heart 
On Snow, and an album of Russ¬ 
ian songs featuring a cross-section 
of Russian singing stars and mu¬ 
sicians. This year, Almond’s book 
In Search of the Pleasure Palace - 
Disreputable Travels was published 
in paperback by Sidgwick & Jack- 
son. Almond describes the book 
as “part biography, part travel¬ 
ogue, part fact, part fiction, part 
whatever!” He asks: “What hap¬ 
pens to people like me who were 
once ‘pop’ stars? Am I destined for 
a life of daytime television ap¬ 
pearances, reunion tours and 
well-meaning strangers struggling 
to recognize you before hesitat¬ 
ingly asking, ‘Didn’t you used to 
be Marc Almond?”’ 

Almond has continued to per¬ 
form regularly, both singing live 
and working as a DJ, playing elec¬ 
tro and electro-clash, fast becom¬ 
ing, in his words, “the Godfather 
of the scene.” 

Soft Cell re-emerged when Al¬ 
mond and Ball began writing to¬ 
gether again as a duo in the late 
’90s. The fruit of their labors, Cru¬ 
elty Without Beauty, their first stu¬ 
dio album in 18 years, was re-

leased in ’02 to critical acclaim. 

Alas, a Soft Cell US tour in late 
’02 in support of the album 
proved problematic. Many US 
promoters and bookers canceled 
shows due to slow ticket sales. The 
band salvaged about half the tour, 
playing to solid crowds in LA in 
New York. 

The end of 2004 marks Al¬ 
mond’s celebration of 25 years in 
music, a wild ride for all involved. 
“Here’s to the bruised and the 
broken-hearted,” Almond sang to 
his fans in “Beautiful Losers” from 
Open All Night. The song’s final 
line sums it all up for him and his 
kind: “When we die, we’re gonna 
go dancing at that nightclub in the 
sky.”

I I oft Cell singer Marc Almond, 
48, is reported to be in criti¬ 
cal but “stable” condition fol¬ 
lowing a serious car-motorcycle 
collision in the City of London on 
October 17, in which Almond was 
the motorcycle passenger. The 
singer’s fans worldwide await fur¬ 
ther reports of his progress while 
maintaining hope that the brilliant 
auteur who penned and sang the 
lyrics, “Tragedy/Take a look and 
see/I’m laughing in the face of ad¬ 
versity” will soon be singing like his 
old self again. 

Almond last appeared in San 
Francisco at Audrey Joseph’s Club 
Universe in June 2002 during 
Pride weekend. With his thick, 
sensuous lips, boyish pout and 
bedroom eyes, attired in designer- 
chic ensembles and punk rags, Al¬ 
mond has appeared on the covers 


of countless music/pop-culture 
magazines, starting in 1981 with 
NME [New Musical Express] and 
nearly every year thereafter on 
such titles as QX International, 
Boyz, Gay Times, Record Mirror, 
Noise, Melody Maker, Attitude, 
Rogue and Kaleidoscope. Over the 
years, Almond’s fans have fol- 
- lowed not just their idol’s musical 
evolution, but his physical 
changes, as tattoos increasingly 
covered his thin arms, and he 
fleshed out from tall, skinny youth 
to svelte, sexy crooner. 

Almond’s unique look has in¬

lubgoers know a great an¬ 
them when they hear one. 
Countless anthemic master¬ 
pieces have marked the dance 
scene since its inception, from 
Sylvester’s “You Make Me Feel 
(Mighty Real)” to Gloria Gaynor’s 
“Never Can Say Goodbye.” Such is 
the power of these songs that as a 
clubgoer, you can’t help but break 
from your cocktail conversation 
and flow onto the dance floor, 
moving with the music’s irre¬ 
sistible vibe. A few years ago, a 
new, exotic vibe seemed to come

Goldfrapp and Will Gregory riv¬ 
eted the underground club 
world’s chill spaces, as did “Pa- 
perbag” and other beautifully 
crafted electronic songs. 

The British sensation Gold¬ 
frapp has now released a 2-DVD 
set, Wonderful Electric: Live in 
London, showcasing vocalist 
Goldfrapp and keyboardist Gre¬ 
gory in spectacular concert set¬ 
tings, including live in the open- 
air courtyard at Somerset House 
in July 2003, and live in ’01 at 
Shepherd’s Bush Empire. The 
DVDs feature tracks from the 
Goldfrapp albums Felt Mountain 
and Black Cherry. 

The visual record of Goldfrapp 
in concert is priceless. If you’ve 
only heard the songs without see¬ 
ing the artists in concert, you’re 
missing half the fun. The Gold¬ 
frapp duo puts on a spectacular 
show, with the latest electronic ef¬ 
fects and dance beats overlaid 


with mesmerizing vocals. The 
shows’ lighting effects, atmos¬ 
pherics, and costumes all add 
mightily to the treat of seeing 
stunningly beautiful, artfully at¬ 
tired Alison Goldfrapp singing 
with confidence, enrapturing 
crowds of elated fans. 

Each DVD contains an entire 
concert, followed by documentary 
material allowing you a backstage, 
up-close-and-personal view of 
this mysterious band, one of the 
great theatrical dance/art-song 
acts of our time.

HARD Oi\ 
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Masterfully 
sculpted Mahler

laudio Abbado has long 
been in the front rank of 
today’s Mahler conductors, 
and it is hard to imagine his im¬ 
proving on the recordings of the 
symphonies he made as director 
of the Berlin Philharmonic. But 
he has done just that with his glo¬ 
rious new live CD of Mahler’s 
Second Symphony (DG) with the 
Lucerne Festival Orchestra. (The 
two-CD set begins with an equal¬ 
ly arresting account of Debussy’s 
La Mer.) Although the perfor¬ 
mances date from August 2003, 
it’s equally hard to imagine a bet¬ 
ter time to get a dose of Resurrec¬ 
tion. Most of us could use a lift 
about now. 



Aptly called “an orchestra of 
soloists,” the Lucerne Festival Or¬ 
chestra is a group drawn mainly 
from the Mahler Chamber Or¬ 
chestra, with which Abbado has 
worked extensively, augmented by 
individual instrumentalists Abba¬ 
do hand-picked from Europe’s 
top orchestras (including the 
Berlin Philharmonic) and some 
noted chamber ensembles, such 
as the Hagen Quartet and Sabine 
Meyer’s Wind Ensemble. Under a 
baton less sure than Abbado’s, this 
could be as likely a recipe for dis¬ 
aster as for triumph. But the mu¬ 
sicians perform in a way that 
makes it clear they would lie in 
traffic for their leader. 

The effects are consistently 
startling. The depth of sound, 
even at pianississimo, can make 
you shake your head in disbelief. 
While every one of the musicians 
in this enormous orchestra is dig¬ 
ging out every last bit of expres¬ 
sion in each detail in the score, it 


never sounds overwrought. Play¬ 
ing this integrated approaches the 
unearthly, in two compositions 
that ask nothing less. 

Listen to the rhythmic acuity 
in Mahler’s second-movement 
Andante. It’s supremely free yet 
executed without a misstep. Her¬ 
bert von Karajan, Abbado’s pre¬ 
decessor at the Philharmonic, pe¬ 
riodically chastised his players by 
ending a rehearsal with the an¬ 
nouncement that he was off to lis¬ 
ten to a jazz band, so he could 
hear a group of musicians who 
could play in time. That’s precise¬ 
ly what Abbado has here. 

The same is true in the eerier 
ensuing Scherzo, where the or¬ 
chestra responds on a dime to 
every shift in the music’s labile 
character. In its final measures, 
the recording captures some bow 
and percussion sounds that were 
new to me, and a tribute to the 
excellence of the engineering of 
this live performance. 

In a startling move, Abbado 
goes directly from the Scherzo to 
the vocal solo movement 
“Urlicht,” a gesture so ineffably 
right you gasp. Anna Larson, Ab¬ 
bado’s preferred Mahler mezzo of 
the moment, is less acute here 
than she was in his live Third, but 
you hardly mind, given the wealth 
of instrumental activity swirling 
around her performance. 

But the outer movements are 
what make this singular sympho¬ 
ny truly great, and in them it is 
Abbado who astonishes. He re¬ 
mains one of the few conductors 
to use the kind of portamento 
Mahler would have expected, and 
its expressive power is felt every¬ 
where. (Jut it is the precision of 
proportion he lends the score’s 
every gesture that makes these 
movements so riveting. The 
music breathes, surges, and ' 
heaves, and the silences (and off¬ 
stage sounds) are as integral to 
these enormous statements as the 
piercing interjections and master¬ 
fully sculpted climaxes. 

The entrance of the Orfeon 
Donostiarra chorus isn’t likely to 
be the first time you get gooseflesh 
in the 35-minute final movement. 
The orchestra’s first climax out of 
the spectral ooze is a passage of 
unalloyed transport. Throughout, 


the movement has that sense of 
inevitability, of being determined 
by some engine deep inside the 
spirit of the piece, that marks 
music-making at its most exalted. 

The chorus’ perfectly tuned 
“Aufersteh’n,” rising almost im¬ 
perceptibly out of silence, is as 
uplifting as any I have heard, live 
or on recording, and the final 10 
minutes of the movement go 
from strength to strength until 
you start to wonder if you can 
take any more. (You can.) Eteri 
Gvazava’s soprano soars sublime¬ 
ly over it all. 

Like the Mahler, the La Mer 
surpasses all other performances 
of it I know through the cumula¬ 
tive power it amasses over thou¬ 
sands of perfectly executed ges¬ 
tures. The concluding “Dialogue 
of the Wind and the Sea” achieves 
an unprecedented power. 



Prom kings 

A few months ago, BBC Leg¬ 
ends released the first CD press¬ 
ing of another, oddly comparable 
Mahler Second: its first perfor¬ 
mance at the London Proms on 
July 30, 1963, by the London 
Symphony Orchestra under the 
81-year-old Leopold Stokowski. 
The conductor, now so wrongly 
associated with the supersizing of 
everything he touched, proves ex¬ 
actly the right sensibility for this 
gargantuan score. 

This performance, like Abba¬ 
do’s, balances scale with in¬ 
evitability, and never loses sight 
of the work’s long line in the su¬ 
perbly rendered details of its on¬ 
going drama. Janet Baker con¬ 
tributes a sublime “Urlicht,” and 
a group of four choruses lend 
the close its requisite transcen¬ 
dence. ▼

And since all my 
friends are fabulously artful and intelligent, I respect their sen¬ 
timents and learn from them. So when my buddy Remy Char- 
lip and I, along with my old dear friend Michael Huckins, attend¬ 
ed the opening party for the new exhibitions at Yerba Buena Cen¬ 
ter for the Arts , I was all ears. And boy did I get an earful from 
Remy! 

The three exhibitions were I Love My Time, I Don’t Like My 
Time: Recent Work by Erwin Wurm; Create and Be Recognized: Pho¬ 
tography on the Edge; and Soy y Que: New Chicano/Latino Repre¬ 
sentations. 

The work that strikes you first as you enter the^nain gallery area 
is Erwin Wurm's pop-art installation and photographic exhibit I 
found his images striking and memorable — the girl with the 
French fries in her toes is now permanently ingrained in my brain. 
The active installation with the articles of clothing available for any¬ 
one to try on while posing for a Polaroid shot — that was cool. The 
wall of faint figure drawings behind plexiglass windows — very in¬ 
teresting, its subtlety a stark contrast to the boldness of the giant 
photographic images, all very eye-popping in their posed glory. 
With bread sticks poking out of noses, melons fallen on an uncon¬ 
scious (or sleeping) boy in the produce marketplace, and a man 
sticking his arm through another man’s fly and seeming to disap¬ 
pear, the imagery is as iconic as Warhol’s unforgettable soup cans. 

And that’s what annoyed Remy. All very posed and superficial, 
he said of the photos. No depth. Too pop art. Too egotistical. Remy 
used to pal around with Warhol and gang at the Factory back in 
the day, creating his glorious children’s books and choreographing 
his delightful dances, though he was never particularly into the 
Warhol esthetic. So Wurm’s work struck him the same way, irritat¬ 
ing him, and he minced no words about it. Fie couldn’t wait to get 
out of that gallery! 

Still, I rather enjoyed the imagery, posed as it was. It leaps out at 
you and grabs you, like it or not Like I say, those French fries.... 
And that big shaving-cream foam house or whatever it was, con¬ 
taining the projection of the animated poetry-talking car — I don’t 
know why it was there, but it was like being in a twisted Sesame 
Street skit taking place in Alice’s Wonderland. The exhibit is up 
through January 9, so check it out and decide for yourself. For de¬ 
tails check the Web at www.YBCA.org 

Meanwhile, speaking of Remy, he encouraged me to check out 
Rudy Lemcke’s recent video exhibit at ATA Gallery, “Light F/X,” and 
I’m glad I did, though I wish the exhibit had been up more than a 
day because it deserves a good long splashy museum run. Lemcke’s 
cycle of videos, divided into seven chapters, are gorgeous and 
thought-provoking, moody and multi-textured. Lemcke is a mas¬ 
ter of manipulating light and dark on the screen, as accomplished 
at the art form as Bill Viola, whose work I also greatly admire. Lem¬ 
cke’s stuff has a Zen-like quality; viewing it becomes a meditation 
of form, feeling and message (from text elements). It has immense 
depth and complexity, yet it’s graceful, like a dance. Check out Lem¬ 
cke’s stuff on the Web at www.rudylemcke.com. 

And regarding ATA Gallery (992 Valencia St.), that’s where you’ll 
still find (through Oct. 31) The Visionary State: A Journey Through 
California’s Spiritual Landscape,” the first fruit of a book project 
featuring photographs by Michael Rauner and text by Erik Davis, 
co-presented by ATA and Other Cinema. At the reception Oct. 14, 
I enjoyed catching up with Mr. Rauner ( www.michaelrphotogra - 
phy.com ), whom I’ve come to know and love through the Michael 
Light crew at Burning Man — a delirious bunch of artists — and 
I’m delighted to report his images of sacred architecture through¬ 
out California, including altars, temples, cathedrals, druid shacks 
and the like, afford a wonderful look at the wild and crazy spiritu¬ 
al diversity represented in the state. Check for details at www.ata- 
site.org.

Dream girls 

Daughters of Darkness 

(1970) The only film to be direct¬ 
ed by Flemish TV producer Harry 
Kumel, Daughters is a haunting 
and highly erotic work. It often 
achieves a hypnotic, dreamlike 
quality. 

Shot in an elegant, largely va¬ 
cant hotel on the Flemish coast, it 
features an international, English- 
speaking cast. Delphine Seyrig was 
once a huge star in French cine¬ 
ma. John Karlen had a lengthy run 
on the hit American TV series 
Dark Shadows. Andrea Rau had 
done a number of nude center¬ 
folds in Germany, had been a bal¬ 
let dancer and a porn star. Busy 

girl! 

The story combines vampirism 
with bisexual wife-swapping, and 
was considered quite daring at the 
time of its release. Seyrig and Rau 
play a lesbian couple staying at the 
hotel, where the only other guests 
are a pair of bisexual newlyweds 
(Karlen, Danielle Ouimet). The 
hotel’s bellhop recalls meeting the 
grand, elegant Countess Elizabeth 
Bathory (Seyrig) 40 years earlier. 
“But you haven’t changed a bit, 
Countess!” 

“You must be mistaking me for 
my mother,” the Countess cheer¬ 
fully proclaims., 

Since this is a vampire movie, 
it isn’t too long before we realize 
why the Countess hasn’t changed 
Both she and her “secretary,” II- 
lona (Rau), have their eyes on the 
sexy young couple sharing the 
hotel with them. 

Daughters proves that the bite 
of a vampire is a sexual act. Long 
before Catherine Denevue se¬ 
duced Susan Sarandon in The 
Hunger (’83), Daughters showed, 
cinematically, that feasting upon 
blood, is, for the undead, the cli¬ 
mactic moment of sex. In this 
film, the vampires enjoy the com¬ 
pany of both sexes with equal en¬ 
thusiasm. 

Blue Underground Video re¬ 
leases the film in all its uncut 
glory. Previous versions were 
heavily censored. Extras include 
commentaries from Kumel and 
Karlen, trailers, and a recent inter¬ 
view with Rau, who discusses the 
onscreen sexual tension between 
the late Seyrig and herself. Happy 
Halloween!

a bride! The Monster is now being 
manipulated by Dr. Praetorious 
(Whale’s friend Ernest Thesiger, 
also openly gay off-screen). Prae- 
torius, one of Henry’s old med¬ 
ical-school teachers, is perhaps the 
first openly gay character in a Hol¬ 
lywood film to be comfortable 
with his sexuality. He’s a scream¬ 
ing, bitchy queen who flirts open¬ 
ly with his former student and 
eyes Henry’s wife with sarcastic 
revulsion. His wit is razor-sharp as 
he blackmails Henry into helping 
him create a bride for the monster. 

Brilliantly funny scenes, such 
as when Praetorius prepares him¬ 
self a buffet dinner in a mau¬ 
soleum, while toasting the skull at 
the head of the coffin being used 
as a table, will leave you laughing 
and cringing. “To a new world of 
Gods and Monsters!” he pro¬ 
claims, the source of the title of 
the ’98 Whale biopic. 

The creation of the Bride is an 
awesome sequence, as Praetorius 
and Henry call upon the power of 
lightning streaming down from 
the heavens to give life to the fe¬ 
male monster (Elsa Lanchester, 
again). This scene is played with 
an over-the-top hysteria closer in 
spirit to a silent film than a talkie, 
and captures the majesty of what 
the two mad doctors are achiev¬ 
ing. Lanchester in her flowing 
white gown and electric hairdo is 
an amazing sight to behold. Was 
her drag-like appearance deliber¬ 
ate? 

Karloff, in his second of three 
outings as the Monster, brings 
true pathos to a role that becomes 
so much more than just a scary 
monster. Was the Monster’s lone¬ 
liness and isolation an extension 
of what Whale felt, growing up as 
a closeted gay youth in Edwardian 
England?

Remembering Christopher Reeve 

He was a hero to the disabled community

S uperman was not supposed 
to die. 

He promised he would 
walk again; he would push back 
pain, overcome paralysis and in¬ 
jury. I sincerely believed him. So 
did many other disabled people. 
We needed him to do so. But, on 
October 10, when Christopher 
Reeve passed away from heart fail¬ 
ure, hopes and dreams were tem¬ 
pered with reality. 

Eight years ago, I woke up from 
spinal surgery paralyzed from the 
neck down. During my stint in a 
rehabilitation hospital, I was 
watching a television interview 
with Reeve, and remarked to my 
doctor how sorry I felt for the actor 
because he was quadriplegic. She 
looked surprised, and asked, “What 
do you think your condition is?” 

I suffer, officially, from Brown- 
Sequard’s syndrome, an improve¬ 
ment from the post-surgical 
quadriplegia that afflicted me. I’m 
hemiparesic (weak on one half of 
the body), with numbness of my 
right side lingering indefinitely. 

Throughout my arduous, con¬ 
voluted journey over the past 
eight years, Christopher Reeve was 
a bellwether. We were the same 
age. If he could progress, so could 
I. Leaders do not always get to 
choose their battle. Reeve become 
a warrior, advocating for adequate 
spinal cord and stem cell research, 
as well more catastrophic insur¬ 
ance reform. His foundation 
raised $.46*5 million to .support 
these efforts. 

Two days after Reeve died, I at¬ 
tended a symposium on stem cell 
research sponsored by the newly 
formed Willie J. Brown Jr. Institute 
on Politics and Public Service. Su¬ 
perman was missed. I wanted him 
to roll out on stage and be the 
poster child once more, embodying 
the essential issues being discussed. 

In June 2000, Reeve wrote in 
Time: “It is our responsibility to do 
everything possible to protect the 
quality of life of the present and fu¬ 
ture generations. A critical factor will 
be what we do with embryonic stem 
cells. While we prolong the stem cell 
debate, millions continue to suffer. 
It is time to harness the power of 
government to go forward.” 

At the symposium, everts de¬ 
bated the efficacy and ethics of this 
research. Scientists, economists, 
bio-ethicists, theologians, and 
politicians spoke. I heard how stem 
cells had the potential to treat/cure 
many diseases such as cancer, 
Parkinson’s, Alzheimer’s, muscular 
dystrophy, diabetes, strokes, multi¬ 
ple sclerosis, and spinal injuries. 

With 20 years of research data 
to draw upon, every one of the 
speakers seemed to agree on the 
beneficial uses of adult stem cells 
in research, but opinions on the 
use of embryo stem cells ranged 
significantly as different ortho¬ 
doxies pressed forward. The dis¬ 
agreements were mitigated for me 
when it was clarified that these 
embryos were unused by women’s 
in vitro fertilization attempts, and 
would otherwise be discarded or 
frozen for future uses. 

President Bush’s restrictive 
policy of limiting federal funding 
for embryonic stem cell research 
to lines developed prior to August 
2001 has hamstrung and compro¬ 
mised much research. Presently, 
there are only 22 stem cell lines 
available for federal funds, and 
most of these were developed with 
mouse feeder cells, making them

incompatible with human experi¬ 
mentation. Clearly, many more 
stem cell lines are needed to make 
any scientific advancement. 

Californians will have a chance 
to be heard on this issue when we 
vote on Proposition 71 in the up¬ 
coming election'. A yes vote au¬ 
thorizes the investment of $3 bil¬ 
lion state bonds to establish a 


publicly accountable nonprofit 
California Institute for Regenera¬ 
tive Medicine to “regulate stem 
cell research and provide funding 
through grants and loans for such 
research and research facilities.” 
The state bonds are to be self-fi¬ 
nancing during the first five years 
of the 10-year initiative at no cost 
to the State’s General Fund. 

Proponents of the ballot mea¬ 
sure claim California spends $110 
billion annually on health care, 
with much of that directed to dis¬ 
eases that could be treated and 
cured with stem cell therapies. 
From this perspective, the invest¬ 
ment seems not only humane, but 
also fiscally wise and prudent. We 
cannot afford to not support stem 
cell research. ▼

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Sex by the book

ust the other day, as I was in 
the midst of feeling pretty, 1 
read in this very paper a 
comment so uncosmetic that my 
face nearly cracked. Have I ever, 
asked a letter to the editor, met a 
mediocre movie I didn’t like? Oh, 
dear. Was I in need of a makeover? 

Let’s see. Of the 40 movies I’ve 
reviewed so far this year, a mere 10 
were raves. A heftier 13 were out¬ 
right pans, and a mighty 17, the 
majority of my reviews, were Mid¬ 
dling. So I believe mediocrity has 
been recognized. But here’s the 
catch: I’ll admit to squealing 
about hot moments in otherwise 
cool movies. Mighty juju appears 
in the midst of dross, and I seize it 
when I see it. I don’t think the 
general reader is overtaxed to sep¬ 
arate these moments of exultation 
from the general exegesis. But to 
avoid confusion in today’s re^ 
views, which may include a squeal 
among the slights, I’ll tell you the 
outcome right away. One Mid¬ 
dling, one Pan. 

Is A Current Affair the low end 
of Good or the high side of Mid¬ 
dling? It’s the first feature from All 
American Men, a new company 
helmed by industry vet Mike Don- 
ner with Steve Jerome. Donner has 
directed many features for All 
Worlds Video, with a decent track 
record. Jerome has a string of am¬ 
ateurishly made amateur titles to 
his resume. I remembered him 
as the guy who made a 
mishmash out of intolerably 
pretty Ian Idol’s debut. A 
Current Affair, though, is 
w.ell laid out* It takes 
place in a gay bookstore, 
where browsers peruse 
books which lead to their 
erotic fan¬ 
tasies, and a 
reader’s . 
group turns 
into an orgy. Finally, the store’s 
manager finds true romance with 
a visiting author. 

Kent Larson, usually so shiny, 
so forthright, yields a lower 
wattage as the writer. It’s hard to 
believe that anybody has ever 
groped himself while reading 
E.M. Forster’s Maurice in a book¬ 
store, but Larson does. That 
whisks us into an enactment of 
Maurice’s encounter with a car¬ 
penter. Give credit to the set dress¬ 
ing and the costuming, which 
make a good stab at period recre¬ 
ation. And get stabbed by the 
music: a piece for solo piano, a 
student exercise, really, whose 32 
bars of treacle are repeated tortur- 
ously throughout the entire scene: 
a full half-hour! If you can survive 


the soundtrack’s -excrescence, the 
sex it accompanies can be enjoy¬ 
able. Maurice (Sean Kelly) is fair¬ 
haired and creamy-cheeked; the 
carpenter (Angelo Besti- 
amo) is a darker, 
hairy-chested young 
man with a tattooed 
groin, a gorgeous 
* cock, and an appre¬ 
ciable enjoyment in 
his sex. He’s as for¬ 
ward as you’d expect a 
working- 
class guy 
to be, but 
the 

scene’s surprise is that it’s he who 
gets topped by the quieter, less 
demonstrative Maurice. 

Photo sexing 

A second customer imagines 
the photo session that resulted in 
a book of nudes, and yes, the pho¬ 
tographer gets overheated and 
screws the model. It’s a standard- 
make porn scene that nonetheless 
features a nice chain-fuck when a 
third party joins in. The movie’s 
third sequence is supposed to il¬ 
lustrate the everlasting love of a 
True Romance novel, and suc¬ 
ceeds on a slightly less exalted 
level as 20 minutes of romantical¬ 
ly inclined make-out. It’s spruced 
up by a flip-flop fuck, an exciting 
insertion shot, and Larson’s 


screwing by Thomas Bond, which 
brings up a good spurt. The orgy 
for the reader’s group is okay; I 
was perked up by the debut of 
butch Ty Smith, a furry, cock- 
ringed fucker. Finally, Larson re¬ 
turns to the store to woo the man¬ 
ager, broad-cocked Jake Hansen. 
They don’t really click, but they do 
flip-flop, and Larson cums twice. 
A Current Affair could use a little 
more punch, but it’s okay in its 
lower-keyed way. 

Not so City Heat Country Pas¬ 
sion. The company’s second fea¬ 
ture lacks so much more than a 
comma in its title. Yes, the boys are 
so fresh you’d nearly count them 
chicken. But their sexuality seems 
as unformed as the movie-mak¬ 
ing. I’m the last one to stigmatize 
effeminacy, but these silly little 
frillies are laughable as junior ex^' 
ecutives. Whether having sex in 
their hotel suite or in the country¬ 
side on a retreat, these tender tots 
are so... tentative. Maybe it’s the 
direction. Formulaic activity, in¬ 
terrupted scenes, heavy-handed 
attempts at energizing humor, 
spots on the camera lens, wind in 
the microphones, and a hodge¬ 
podge of music that runs from 
banal to just plain inappropriate 
(scenes in rural Missouri are ac¬ 
companied by a raga!)... the whole 
affair is just too inconsequential.

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Harvest of hits 

Reissued & repackaged

A n abundant cornucopia of 
collections and compila¬ 
tions is ripe for the picking 
at your favorite music outlet. 

The 17 tracks anthologized on 
Joni Mitchell’s Dreamland (Asy¬ 
lum/Reprise Nonesuch/Rhino) 



are as much a portrait of the artist 
as the painting on the CD cover. 
Glossing over her first two al¬ 
bums, the songs on Dreamland 
date as far back as 1970 (“The Cir¬ 
cle Game,” “Big Yellow Taxi” from 
Ladies of the Canyon), and include 
at least one song from each of her 
studio albums through ’77’s Don 
Juans Reckless Daughter. Mitchell’s 
“lost” Geffen years, which were fi¬ 
nally give their due with the stun¬ 
ning ’03 Complete Geffen Record¬ 
ings box set, are also skimped on, 
with the exception of “Dancin’ 
Clown” ( Chalk Mark in a Rain¬ 
storm) and “Come in from the 
Cold” ( Night Ride Home). For a 
more thorough selection of im¬ 
portant Geffen years tunes, check 
out the recent, politically-minded 
The Beginning of Survival collec¬ 
tion. Sadly, none of the original 
selections from Mitchell’s mid-to- 
late ’90s return to Reprise have 
been included here, although her 
symphonic remake of “Both Sides 
Now” (from her ’00 album of 
same name) is present. 

Canadian country artist Terri 
Clark managed to make enough 
of a mark to release the 14-track 
Greatest Hits: 1994-2004 (Mer¬ 
cury). Clark exhibits both good 
taste in cover tunes (Warren 
Zevon’s “Poor Poor Pitiful Me”) 
and writing partners (Mary 
Chapin Carpenter on “No Fear”), 
and the staying power necessary 
to keep up with newcomers such 


as Gretchen Wilson and Juliet 
Roberts. 

To complete the diva motif, we 
have The Best of Liza Minnelli and 
The Essential Rosemary Clooney 
(both Columbia/Legacy). Minnel¬ 
li’s brief Columbia tenure yielded 
the acclaimed live album Liza with 
a Z and some lackluster studio al¬ 
bums, but that hasn’t stopped 
them from raiding the vaults for 
compilation purposes. There is 
some repetition from ’00’s 16 
Biggest Hits, including her late- 
’80s Pet Shop Boys collaboration 
that brought her back to the Sony 
family. Clooney’s ’00 16 Biggest 
Hits also trumps the Essential disc, 
due to its inclusion of the classic 
community standard “Sisters.” 

Led by the charismatic Pat Di- 
Nizio, The Smithereens ranked 
highly among the college radio 
bands of the early ’80s and went 
on to have both indie and major- 
label success. Anthology: From Jer¬ 
sey It Came! is a double-disc set 
that includes hits such as “Blood 
8c Roses,” “Yesterday Girl,” and 


“Top of the Pops.” 

The signature guitar assault of 
Van Halen is the focus of the dou¬ 
ble-disc collection The Best of 
Both Worlds (Warner Brothers), 
on which the core trio of brothers 
Edward 8c Alex Van Halen and 
Michael Anthony laid the ground¬ 
work for flamboyant vocalists 
David Lee Roth (’78-’84) and 
Sammy Hagar (’86-present). 
Often imitated, never duplicated, 
this collection acknowledges Van 
Halen’s contributions to hard 
rock. 

Brother spirit 

The 34 songs on the thorough 
and aptly named double-disc set 
The Essential Isley Brothers 
(Epic/T-Neck/Legacy) span more 
than 40 years, with the emphasis 
being on the incredibly prolific 
soul/rock hybrid of the ’70s peri¬ 
od that produced such hits as 
“That Lady,” “Fight the Power,” 
and “Groove with You.” They get 
the remix treatment on The Isley 
Brothers: Taken to the Next Phase 



(Epic/Legacy), which consists of 
“reconstructions” of classic Isley 
tunes by Stuart Matthewman, Mos 
Def, Raphael Saadiq and others. 

Nowhere near as comprehen¬ 
sive as 2002’s Forty Licks, the im¬ 
port-only single-disc compilation 
Jump Back: The Best of the Rolling 
Stones 1971-1993 (Virgin/EMI) is 
sort of an extension and update of 
the long-out-of-print ’84 Rewind 
disc. 

Long considered to be the 
“British” Bob Dylan, Donovan 
created psychedelic pop songs that 
even hippie’s parents could find 
groovy. The Essential Donovan 
(Epic/Legacy) presents tunes like 
“Sunshine Superman,” “Season of 
the Witch,” “Mellow Yellow,” 
“Hurdy Gurdy Man,” and my per¬ 
sonal fave, “Atlantis.” If you are 
wondering what Donovan is up to 
these days, check out his recently 


released new album Beat Cafe 
(Appleseed). 

Soulful period excursions to 
consider include The Essential 
Harold Melvin & The Blue Notes 
(Epic/Legacy), featuring “The 
Love I Lost” and “If You Don’t 
Know Me By Now,” almost a car¬ 
bon copy of the superior 2001 Ul¬ 
timate disc; and Alexander 
O’Neal’s Greatest Hits (Tabu/The 
Right Stuff), which includes 
“Fake” and “Innocent.” 

The Platinum Collection (Vir¬ 
gin/EMI) spans the British band 
Roxy Music’s glam days (or 
should that be daze) through it 
glorious pop period. With a few 
exceptions (the exclusion of “In 
the Midnight Hour” and “I’m in 
the Mood for Love”), this set 
could replace most of the recent 
single-disc collections, although 
’95’s four-disc box set The Thrill of 
It All remains the last word on 
Roxy Music. The Platinum Collec¬ 
tion also does an admirable job of 
assembling the best of Brian 
Ferry’s solo work. ▼ 


Expanding outstanding

t eissues are a booming busi¬ 
ness in the music industry. 
As unreleased material sur¬ 
faces, it is finding a place in the 
marketplace on bonus discs of re- 
released albums. While some al¬ 
bums are more deserving than 
others to receive this kind of treat¬ 
ment, there are likely to be people 
out there who will purchase these 
discs to make their collections 
more complete. 

With the recent release of a 
brand-new major-label studio 
disc, This Island, queer feminist 
electro-punk trio Le Tigre has 
reissued its entire groundbreaking 
back catalog on its own Le Tigre 
Records label (www.letigre- 
world.com). Two full-length al¬ 
bums, Le Tigre (’99) and Feminist 
Sweepstakes (’01), and two EPs, 
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From the Desk of Mr. Lady (’00) 
and Remix (’01), have been ampli¬ 
fied with bonus tracks or video 
footage, making these already es¬ 
sential recordings even more 
worth possessing. 

In the time since his death, Jeff 
Buckley has often been imitated, 
but never duplicated. First released 
10 years ago, his landmark album 
Grace (Columbia) has been reis¬ 
sued in an expanded, three-disc 
“legacy edition,” which includes 
previously unreleased live, alternate 
take, and alternate mix versions of 
originals, covers (MC5’s “Kick Out 
the Jams” and Hank Williams’“Lost 
Highway”) and collaborations (“I 
Want Someone So Badly” with 
Shudder To Think), and a DVD 
with the videos from Grace and 
previously unseen footage. 
Whether you are a Buckley, collec¬ 
tor or a newcomer to his charms 
and talents, this set is worth having 
in your music library. 

Since ’01, the folks at Rhino 
Records have been reissuing the 
Elvis Costello back catalog in dou¬ 
ble-disc expanded editions, three 
albums at a time. The current trio, 
’8 Vs Almost Blue, ’84’s Goodbye 
Cruel World and ’95’s Kojak Vari¬ 
ety, are an odd lot. Blue and Kojak 
are both cover albums. Blue was a 
country collection, and the ex¬ 
panded edition is of note for duet 
bonus tracks such as George Jones’ 
cover of Costello’s “Stranger in the 
House” and the Johnny Cash pair¬ 


ing on George Jones’ “We Oughta 
Be Ashamed.” Costello’s “rhythm 
8( blues/popular ballads” collec¬ 
tion Kojak was somewhat less suc¬ 
cessful. Cruel World has some clas¬ 
sic Costello moments, including 
“The Only Flame in Town,” “Love 
Field ” “The Comedians” and the 
timely “Peace in Our Time.” Per¬ 
sonally, I’m still holding out for 
the expanded version of King of 
America. 

Clash flow 

It’s hard to believe, but Joe 
Strummer of The Clash will be 
dead two years in December. The 
impact of his death, along with 
the recent deaths of members of 
the Ramones, continues to be felt 
in the music world. This is espe¬ 
cially true with the faux punk re¬ 
vival going full force (see Good 
Charlotte). As if to remind us of 
the ways that punk rock and 
artistry could meet head on, there 
is the expanded 25th Anniversary 
three-disc set “legacy edition” reis¬ 
sue of ’79’s London Calling 
(Epic/Legacy). Disc one contains 
the original 19 songs. Disc two, 
tagged The Vanilla Tapes, is a 21- 
track disc with previously un¬ 
heard rehearsal sessions augment¬ 
ed by five new songs. The third 
disc is a DVD titled The Last Tes¬ 
tament: The Making of London 
Calling, including a documentary 
about the making of the legendary 
disc. 


In the case of Brian Wilson pre¬ 
sents SMiLE (Nonesuch), a musi¬ 
cal myth (the long-shelved Smile 
album) that comes to fruition and 
is expanded to great effect. The 
legendary “unfinished teenage 
symphony to God” song cycle is 
finally being heard in its entirety 
On this new recording, more than 
35 years after production was 
ceased on the project. With lyrics 
by Van Dyke Parks and music by 
Wilson, these 17 tracks are sun- 
dappled numbers that echo an 
earlier era, effectively keeping the 
good vibrations “a-happening” 
long after the album stops. You’re 
sure to recognize “Heroes and Vil¬ 
lains,” “Vegetables,” “Wind 
Chimes,” “Wonderful” and “Good 
Vibrations” from previous Beach 
Boys incarnations, but here they 
fit together like long-misplaced 
puzzle pieces. SMiLE was worth 
the wait. 

Two years after the consider¬ 
ably expanded reissue of Slanted 
and Enchanted, Pavement’s ’92 
debut album, an even more ex¬ 
pansive reissue of ’94’s Crooked 
Rain, Crooked Rain (Matador) has 
arrived. Disc one, titled Back to the 
Gold Soundz (Phantom Power 
Parables), includes the original 
album in its entirety, as well as B- 
sides and compilation tracks. Disc 
two, titled After the Glow (Where 
Eagles Dare), includes John Peel 
Sessions from the BBC and much 
more. T
